(U) The JRIC is forwarding the following Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (LACoDPH) News Release: 
L.A. County Surpasses 10,000 COVID-19 Deaths as New Year's Eve Approaches - 274 New Deaths and 10,392 New 
Confirmed Cases of COVID-19 in Los Angeles County, dated 30 December 2020. 


(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has surpassed the tragic milestone of 10,000 
confirmed COVID-19 deaths. This devastating milestone comes as New Year's Eve approaches. To date, Public Health 
identified 756,116 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County and a total of 10,056 deaths. 


(U) Today, Public Health has confirmed 274 new deaths and 10,392 new cases of COVID-19. The number of new deaths 
reported today surpasses yesterday's all-time high. Today's number of deaths also reflects a significant number of 
deaths from the backlog associated with the Spectrum outage and holiday reporting delays. Public Health anticipates 
confirming additional deaths due to the backlog of death reports over the next two days. 


(U) Two months ago, L.A. County experienced around 1,200 cases a day. This past week, we have averaged 13,000 new 
cases each day; this represents a tenfold increase in daily cases in just two months — a number that is staggering. 


(U) Public Health notes that while the number of new cases reported this week are expected to be lower due mostly to 
testing centers being closed on Christmas and Christmas Eve, cases are expected to increase based on holiday travels. 


(U) Public Health again reports the highest number of COVID-19 hospitalizations ever reported since the pandemic 
began. There are 7,415 people with COVID-19 currently hospitalized and 20% of these people are in the ICU. This is an 
increase of more than 500 people reported in the last two days. 


(U) When L.A. County experienced the summer surge, cases did not reach above 3,000 a day and that kept the increases 
in hospitalizations and deaths at a relatively smaller curve. However, now with daily cases at or above 13,000, the 
number of daily hospitalizations and deaths are increasing at much faster rates. Given that cases remain at a very high 
number, we can, with a high degree of certainty, predict continued increases in the number of people hospitalized and 
dying, creating more worry and heartache for so many. 


(U) Public Health continues efforts to safely and effectively deliver COVID-19 vaccines and build a system that has the 
capacity to vaccinate prioritized populations. The CDC provides guidance for the allocation of vaccines and the State 
health department reviews and finalizes these recommendations for us to follow at the county level. The County is 
implementing a system that builds vaccination capacity throughout the county. This includes relying on private and 
public healthcare partners and establishing sites where frontline healthcare workers identified in Phase 1a can be 
vaccinated. 


(U) As of Tuesday, a total of 78,022 frontline healthcare workers at acute care hospitals have received their first doses. 
About 57% of the Pfizer allocation, (not including the doses received this week), has been used. With the Moderna 
vaccine, which arrived on December 21, a total of 1,398 EMTs and paramedics were already vaccinated, and by the end 
of the weekend, 3,189 doses had been administered to staff and residents at skilled nursing facilities. Teams for the 
county and city, and our Curative partners, are working together to accelerate vaccinations at skilled nursing facilities. 


(U) Public Health is beginning to plan for vaccinating healthcare workers in Tier 2. Home healthcare workers and 
healthcare workers at primary care clinics, urgent care clinics and private practices, can begin to register for 
appointments. Our COVID-19 Healthcare Provider Information Hub is operational on our website, where you can get 
more details on how to sign up for a vaccination appointment and what information is required. 


(U) Of the 274 new deaths reported today, 95 people that passed away were over the age of 80 years old, 99 people 
who died were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, 44 people who died were between the ages of 50 and 64 years 
old, 11 people who died were between the ages of 30 and 49 years old, and one person who died was between the ages 
of 18 and 29 years old. Twenty-two deaths were reported by the City of Long Beach, and two deaths reported by the 
City of Pasadena.

The high number of new deaths reflects a significant number of deaths from the backlog associated 
with the Spectrum outage and holiday reporting delays. Public Health anticipates confirming additional deaths due to 
the backlog of death reports over the next two to three days. 


(U) Today, Public Health again confirms the highest number of hospitalizations reported in a day with 7,181 people with 
COVID-19 currently hospitalized. This is an increase of 267 people reported yesterday. Of the 7,181 people with COVID- 
19 currently hospitalized, 20% of these patients are in the ICU. 


(U) Today's number of daily hospitalizations is nearly a 1,000% increase from two months ago, when on October 29, L.A. 
County experienced 750 COVID-19 hospitalizations. For comparison, today's number is more than three times the peak 
of the July surge, when L.A. County experienced 2,232 people hospitalized with COVID-19. 


(U) Of the 227 new deaths reported today, 89 people that passed away were over the age of 80 years old, 70 people 
who died were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, 40 people who died were between the ages of 50 and 64 years 
old, and 18 people who died were between the ages of 30 and 49 years old. Eight-five people who died had underlying 
health conditions including 35 people over the age of 80 years old, 29 people between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, 
14 people between the ages of 50 and 64 years old, and seven people between the ages of 30 and 49 years old. Nine 
deaths were reported by the City of Long Beach. 


(U) To date, Public Health identified 746,089 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County and 9,782 total 
deaths. 


(U) Public Health also extended the Temporary Health Officer Order, which will remain in effect for as long as the State

e On 28 December, two men armed with knives killed a police officer and wounded another in Grozny, before 
police fatally shot them. 
e  Russia’s southern Chechnya region has seen similar attacks on security officials since the 1991 Soviet Union 
breakup. 


Authorities Determine No Explosives Found in Box Truck Playing Music outside Nashville 
e On 27 December, Rutherford County Sheriff’s deputies arrested and charged James Turgeon, 33, on two counts 
of felony filing a false report and one count of tampering with evidence. 
e Prior to his arrest, Turgeon was heard driving a box truck with audio music similar to what was heard in the 25 
December downtown Nashville explosion. 
e Turgeon is held on a $500,000 bond. 


Green Beret Charged with Murder for Bowling Alley Shooting in Illinois 
e On 26 December, authorities arrested Florida resident Duke Webb, 37, for fatally shooting three and wounding 
three at the Don Carter Lanes bowling alley in Rockford. 
e Webb, a Green Beret assigned to the 7" Special Forces Group at Eglin Air Force Base in Florida, was on leave at 
the time of the shooting. 


e Although authorities have not confirmed a motive, Rockford police believe the shooting was a random act.

e On25 December, San Bernardino County Sheriff’s deputies recovered an anti-tank weapon in an abandoned 
Honda after a shooting and crash in Grand Terrace.

e The Honda is registered to a 28-year-old Colton resident who is on currently on parole for assault with an 
automatic weapon.

Prior to the explosion, police responded to reports of gunshots and identified 
the suspicious RV.

“Stay away. There is a bomb inside.” 


The Nashville Mayor extended the ongoing curfew in the explosion zone to 
December 28. AT&T has restored 96% of its services impacted by the explosion. 
Nashville International Airport has resumed all flights out of the airport. 


Authorities have not announced a motive, but stated no connection to terrorism 
has been found. The FBI-led investigation remains ongoing.

e On 14 December, Hafnia officials confirmed an attack on one of its oil tankers, the BW Rhine, by an explosive- 
laden boat while the tanker prepared to discharge from its terminal at a port in Jeddah. 
e The crew extinguished the fire onboard and reported damage to the ship’s hull with no effect on supplies; there 
were no injuries.

New Positive Cases of Confirmed COVID-19 in Los Angeles County - Please Stay Home and Follow the Safety Guidance, 
dated 11 December 2020. 


(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has reported more than 500,000 confirmed 
COVID-19 cases in Los Angeles County. We have reported 100,000 new cases since November 30, when L.A County 
reached 400,000 COVID-19 cases. 


(U) To date, Public Health identified 501,635 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County and 8,199 total 
deaths. Upon further investigation, 97 cases reported earlier were not L.A. County residents. 


(U) Today, Public Health has confirmed 50 new deaths and 13,815 new cases of COVID-19. Today's number of new cases 
surpassed yesterday's high of 12,819 new COVID-19 cases. This is the third time within the last six days daily new cases 
were over 10,000. 


(U) There are 3,624 people with COVID-19 currently hospitalized and 23% of these people are in the ICU. The number of 
people hospitalized with COVID-19 continues to exceed all-time highs every day since December 1 and has increased 
nearly every day since November 1. The number of people hospitalized has increased twofold in just 15 days. 


(U) The impact of the Thanksgiving surge of cases on top of already rising cases is creating extraordinary stress on our 
healthcare system. When we see increases in cases, we see increases in hospitalizations about two weeks later. 


(U) In two weeks, there could be over 7,300 daily hospitalizations for COVID-19, and over 1,600 patients in the ICU. This 
is alarming given that there are only 2,100 adult ICU beds across County hospitals and many of these beds are essential 
for patients that need intensive care for other illness including trauma, cardiac surgeries, serious infections, and cancer 
treatments. 


(U) Of the 50 new deaths reported today, 18 people that passed away were over the age of 80 years old, 18 people who 
died were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, 10 people who died were between the ages of 50 and 64 years old, 
and two people who died were between the ages of 30 and 49 years old. Forty-one people who died had underlying 
health conditions including 25 people over the age of 80 years old, 24 people between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, 
10 people between the ages of 50 and 64 years old, one person between the ages of 30 and 49 years old, and one child 
under the age of 18 years old. Two deaths were reported by the City of Long Beach. 


(U) Ninety-three percent of the people who died from COVID-19 had underlying health conditions. Of those who died, 
information about race and ethnicity is available for 7,746 people (99 percent of the cases reported by Public Health); 


52% of deaths occurred among Latino/Latinx residents, 23% among White residents, 14% among Asian residents, 9% 
among African American/Black residents, less than 1% among Native Hawaiian/Pacific Islander residents and 1% among 
residents identifying with other races.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 75 new deaths and 9,243 new 
cases of COVID-19. This is the highest number of daily deaths since July 29. 


(U) Public Health urges everyone to help and collectively take the best actions available to get this situation under 
control: No gatherings/events with others outside of your immediate household, always and correctly wear face 
coverings/masks when around others, and maintain your physical distance from others who are not from your 
household. During this surge, everyone should also stay at home except for essential activities, avoid all travel that is not 
essential, get tested if you have symptoms or concerns, and isolate immediately from your family and others if you have 
symptoms or test positive for COVID-19. 


(U) L.A. County continues to experience more new cases reported each day for COVID-19 than at any point during the 
pandemic. This past week and a half, cases increased from an average of about 4,900 new cases each day the last week 
in November, to an average of more than 9,000 daily cases. 


(U) Testing results are available for nearly 3,985,000 individuals with 11% of all people testing positive. The County's 
daily test positivity rate has increased significantly. From early November through November 29, the test positivity rate 
has increased 3-fold from around 3.5% to just over 9%. Today’s test positivity rate is 12.5%.

(U) The JRIC is forwarding the following Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (LACoDPH) News Release: 
L.A. County COVID-19 Cases and Hospitalizations Soar Past Previous All-time Highs- 46 New Deaths and 7,593 New 
Confirmed Cases of COVID-19 in Los Angeles County, dated 1 December 2020. 


(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) confirms the highest number of new COVID-19 
cases and people hospitalized with COVID-19 that L.A. County has ever experienced throughout the pandemic. 


(U) Today, Public Health has confirmed 46 new deaths and 7,593 new cases of COVID-19. The number of new COVID-19 
cases significantly surpassed the previous high of 6,124 new cases seen last week, and signals that the virus is infecting 

more people at a faster rate than ever seen in L.A. County before. The daily test positivity rate today is almost 12%, up 

from 7% one week ago. 


(U) There are 2,316 people with COVID-19 currently hospitalized and 24% of these people are in the ICU. This exceeds 
the peak of 2,232 people hospitalized with COVID-19 during the July surge. The daily number of people hospitalized with 
COVID-19 has increased nearly every day since November 1 when the daily number of people hospitalized with COVID- 
19 was 799. 


(U) Testing results are available for more than 3,760,000 individuals with 10% of all people testing positive. 


(U) To date, Public Health identified 408,396, positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County and 7,700 total 
deaths. 


(U) To stop the surge, everyone needs to immediately stay home as much as possible and always wear a face covering 
whenever engaging in activities outside their homes. Do not mingle with others not in your household. Because COVID- 
19 spreads from person to person through respiratory droplets, face coverings combined with frequent hand-washing 
and physical distancing provide the best protection if you need to leave your home. 


(U) Public Health's compliance teams continue to visit businesses across the County every day. Inspectors review Public 
Health protocols with business owners, identify deficiencies, and issue citations for those out of compliance. From 
November 8 through November 22, 57 total citations were issued to businesses including restaurants, gyms, places of 
worship and private schools for noncompliance with Health Officer Orders. Since the end of August, 352 total citations 
have been issued. A list of non-compliant businesses that received citations can be found online. 


(U) Of the 46 new deaths reported today, 22 people that passed away were over the age of 80 years old, 10 people who 
died were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, eight people who died were between the ages of 50 and 64 years 
old, four people who died were between the ages of 30 and 49 years old, and one person who died was between the 
ages of 18 and 29 years old. Twenty-nine people who died had underlying health conditions including 12 people over the 


age of 80 years old, eight people between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, five people between the ages of 50 and 64 
years old, three people between the ages of 30 and 49 years old, and one person between the ages of 18 and 29. One 
death was reported by the City of Long Beach. 


(U) Ninety-three percent of the people who died from COVID-19 had underlying health conditions. Of those who died, 
information about race and ethnicity is available for 7,270 people (99 percent of the cases reported by Public Health); 
52% of deaths occurred among Latino/Latinx residents, 24% among White residents, 14% among Asian residents, 9% 
among African American/Black residents, less than 1% among Native Hawaiian/Pacific Islander residents and 1% among 
residents identifying with other races. Upon further investigation, 116 cases and one death reported earlier were not 
L.A. County residents.

L.A. County Exceeds 400,000 COVID-19 Cases as Surge in COVID-19 Hospitalizations Continue - 17 New Deaths and 
5,150 New Confirmed Cases of COVID-19 in Los Angeles County, dated 30 November 2020. 


(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has reported more than 400,000 confirmed 
COVID-19 cases in Los Angeles County. To date, Public Health identified 400,919, positive cases of COVID-19 across all 
areas of L.A. County and a total of 7,655 deaths. Today, Public Health has confirmed 17 new deaths and 5,150 new cases 
of COVID-19. This is far higher than the County's peak number of daily cases during the summer surge, which averaged 
2,950 cases on July 14. 


(U) There are 2,185 people with COVID-19 currently hospitalized and 24% of these people are in the ICU. This is more 
than two times the average seen on November 13 when the daily number of people hospitalized with COVID-19 was 
974. 


(U) Public Health remains concerned not only about the people who are suffering from COVID-19, but also about how 
increasing numbers in hospitalization could overwhelm the healthcare system. 


(U) Hospitals across the country and world have been overwhelmed and have not had enough capacity to treat patients 
who have COVID-19, but also serve patients who are in need of medical care for other reasons. This remains a concern 
here in L.A. County, and although currently we have adequate capacity at hospitals and there are extensive plans in 
place to take appropriate actions to manage the increases, a continued surge in cases and hospitalizations is not 
sustainable. Public Health is closely tracking the number of positive cases among healthcare workers related to the 
COVID-19 pandemic response to be sure we have sufficient healthcare workers to staff our facilities and care for 
patients. This week, we are reporting an additional 747 new cases among healthcare workers. 


(U) Throughout the pandemic, the largest proportion of positive cases in healthcare workers were among people 
working in skilled nursing facilities. To date, almost one-third of healthcare worker cases are in people working in skilled 
nursing facilities. 


(U) Once there are increases in the number of infected healthcare workers at skilled nursing facilities, more residents are 
also likely to become infected. L.A. County is experiencing increases in cases among skilled nursing facilities residents. 
From November 1 through November 21, cases among residents have increased 89%, from 146 to 276 cases. 


(U) L.A. County is also seeing increases in people residing in skilled nursing facilities passing away from COVID-19. During 
the week of November 1, 17 residents passed away, and during the week of November 15, 30 residents passed away. 


(U) It is very possible that within a week, the County will experience the daily number of people hospitalized for COVID- 
19 around 2,500. A week after that, the average daily number of deaths could be around 50 people. We know that the 
effects of actions we took this past weekend will be seen in about two weeks from now in the number of daily cases. If 
you did travel or gather over the holiday, it is important for you to quarantine for 14 days. It is very possible that you 
were exposed to someone who is infected with COVID-19. The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention is advising 
those who travel should test twice during the quarantine period, once a couple of days after you return, and another 
test taken five to seven days later. Please note, that a negative test does not mean you don’t need to remain home in 
quarantine since this virus can incubate over 14 days. 


(U) Effective today, Monday, November 30, additional safety measures go into effect that aim to reduce the risk of 
transmission in the following several ways: 


e Requesting that individuals remain in their homes and with their immediate households as much as possible and 
reduce mingling with others not in your household. 

e Requiring that everyone wear a face covering whenever they are engaging in activities outside their homes 
where they are or can be in contact with others not in their household; this includes at gyms, at parks, at 
beaches. Unless swimming, please keep your face covering on over your nose and mouth. 

e And reducing capacity at sites where non-household members mingle to avoid crowding. 


(U) The additional safety modifications in the Order will remain in effect for three weeks until December 20 and include 
the following changes: 


e Gatherings: All public and private gatherings with individuals not in your household are prohibited, except for 
faith based services and protests, which are constitutionally protected rights. 


e Occupancy limits at various businesses; all individuals at these sites are required to wear face coverings and 
keep at least 6 feet of distance: 


Essential retail — 35% maximum occupancy 

Non-essential retail (includes indoor malls) — 20% maximum occupancy 

Personal care services — 20% maximum occupancy 

Libraries — 20% maximum occupancy 

Fitness centers operating outdoors — 50% maximum occupancy 

Museums galleries, zoos, aquariums, botanical gardens operating outdoors — 50% maximum occupancy 
Mini-golf, batting cages, go-kart racing operating outdoors — 50% maximum occupancy 


Outdoor recreation activities all which require face coverings (except for swimming) and distancing: 


Beaches, trails, and parks remain open; gatherings at these sites with members outside your household 
are prohibited.

(U) The JRIC is forwarding the following Public Health to Add Additional Safety Modifications to Health Officer Order - 
Targeted Safer at Home Order Comes After 5-Day Average of New Cases is 4,751, dated 27 November 2020. 


(U) As new COVID-19 cases remain at alarming levels and the number of people hospitalized continue to increase, a 
temporary Los Angeles County Health Officer Order will be issued to require additional safety measures across sectors. 
The temporary order will take effect Monday, November 30, 2020 and remain in effect through December 20, 2020. 


(U) Today, Public Health has confirmed 24 new deaths and 4,544 new cases of COVID-19. Currently, the five-day average 
of new cases is 4,751. 


(U) On November 17, Los Angeles County established thresholds for additional actions if the five-day average of cases is 
4,500 or more or hospitalizations are more than 2,000 per day. A new Health Officer Order would be issued for three 
weeks that offered additional safety modifications while allowing essential and emergency workers and those securing 
or providing essential and permitted services to leave their homes. 


(U) In the new Order that goes into effect on Monday, residents are advised to stay home as much as possible and 
always wear a face covering over their nose and mouth when they are outside their household and around others. 


(U) The additional safety modifications in the order include the following changes to the existing Health Officer Order: 


e Gatherings: All public and private gatherings with individuals not in your household are prohibited, except for 
faith based services and protests, which are constitutionally protected rights. 

e Occupancy limits at various businesses; all individuals at these sites are required to wear face coverings and keep 

at least 6 feet of distance: 

Essential retail — 35% maximum occupancy 

Non-essential retail (includes indoor malls) — 20% maximum occupancy 

Personal care services — 20% maximum occupancy 

Libraries — 20% maximum occupancy 

Fitness centers operating outdoors — 50% maximum occupancy 

Museums galleries, zoos, aquariums, botanical gardens operating outdoors — 50% maximum occupancy 

Outdoor recreation activities all which require face coverings (except for swimming) and distancing: 

o Beaches, trails, and parks remain open; gatherings at these sites with members outside your household are 
prohibited. 

o Golf courses, tennis courts, pickleball, archery ranges, skate parks, bike parks, and community gardens remain 
open for individuals or members of a single household. Pools that serve more than one household may open 
only for regulated lap swimming with one person per lane. 

o Drive-in movies/events/car parades are permitted provided occupants in each car are members of one household.

e Schools: 

o All schools and day camps remain open adhering to re-opening protocols. K-12 Schools and Day Camps with an 
outbreak (3 cases or more over 14 days) should close for 14 days. 

e Closed non-essential businesses/activities: 

o Playgrounds (with the exception of playgrounds at childcare and schools) 

o Cardrooms 


(U) Because of the high rates of transmission in the community, restaurants, bars, breweries and wineries remain closed 
for in-person dining and drinking, as customers are not wearing face coverings during their visit which results in an 
increased chance of transmission of the virus. Restaurants, wineries and breweries remain open for pick-up, delivery, 
and take-out. Breweries and wineries remain open for retail sales at 20% occupancy. 


(U) There are 1,893 people with COVID-19 currently hospitalized and 24% of these people are in the ICU. On October 27, 
one month ago, there were 747 people hospitalized with COVID-19. 


(U) To date, Public Health identified 387,793 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County and a total of 
7,604 deaths. Testing results are available for more than 3,681,714 individuals with 10% of all people testing positive.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 51 new deaths and 3,692 new 
cases of COVID-19. This is the highest number of deaths reported since September 9. 


(U) Testing results are available for more than 3,600,000 individuals with 10% of all people testing positive. The 
cumulative positivity rate has increased. The cumulative positivity rate remained 9% over many weeks. 


(U) There are 1,575 people with COVID-19 currently hospitalized and 26% of these people are in the ICU. Just two weeks 
ago, there were 888 people with COVID-19 hospitalized. 


(U) Of the 51 new deaths reported today, 18 people that passed away were over the age of 80 years old, 19 people who 
died were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, 12 people who died were between the ages of 50 and 64 years old, 
and one person who died was between the ages of 30 and 49 years old. Forty-one people who died had underlying 
health conditions including 15 people over the age of 80 years old, 17 people between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, 
eight people between the ages of 50 and 64 years old, and one person between the ages of 30 and 49 years old. One 
death was reported by the City of Pasadena. 


(U) Ninety-three percent of the people who died from COVID-19 had underlying health conditions. Of those who died, 
information about race and ethnicity is available for 7,077 people (99 percent of the cases reported by Public Health); 
52% of deaths occurred among Latino/Latinx residents, 23% among White residents, 14% among Asian residents, 9% 
among African American/Black residents, less than 1% among Native Hawaiian/Pacific Islander residents and 1% among 
residents identifying with other races.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 35 new deaths and 4,272 new 
cases of COVID-19. COVID-19 transmission is alarmingly high in L.A. County. Over the last three days, there have been a 
total of 13,247 new cases reported; a 3-day average of 4,415 daily new cases. 


(U) The County's daily test positivity rate has also increased significantly and now is 7.3%. The test positivity rate was 
3.9% on November 1. 


(U) There are 1,298 people with COVID-19 currently hospitalized and 27% of these people are in the ICU. This is a 78% 
increase from a month ago when daily hospitalizations were 730. The last time the County saw numbers this high at our 
hospitals was in August. 


(U)Starting tonight, the following safeguards and restrictions will go into effect across L.A. County: 


For non-essential businesses permitted to operate indoors—including retail stores, offices, personal care services— 
occupancy will be limited to 25% of the maximum occupancy allowed. 

The number of patrons at outdoor restaurants, breweries and wineries will be limited to 50% of maximum outdoor 
capacity. 

The number customers at cardrooms, outdoor mini-golf, go-karts and batting cages will be limited to 50% of maximum 
outdoor capacity. 

Services at personal care establishments may only be provided by appointment to customers wearing face coverings by 
staff wearing face coverings. 

Starting tonight, restaurants, breweries, wineries, bars, and all other non-essential retail establishments must close for in 
customer service between 10 p.m. to 6 a.m. — all these sites can be open for take-out, delivery, and pick up. 

Gatherings may only happen outdoors and include 15 people who are members of no more than 3 households.

Over the last two days, there have been a total of 8,975 new cases reported; a 2-day average of nearly 4,500 daily new 
cases. 


(U) The County is experiencing a dangerous acceleration of cases that is increasing at a higher rate than the July surge.

(U) The JRIC is forwarding the following Public Health to Update Health Officer Order as COVID-19 Transmission Surges 
and Hospitalizations Accelerate - Public Health Reports 36 New Deaths and 3,944 New Confirmed Cases of COVID-19 
in Los Angeles County, dated 18 November 2020. 


(U) As COVID-19 cases surge and hospitalizations continue to increase, the Los Angeles County Health Officer Order will 
be modified with an effective date of Friday, November 20 to reduce the possibility for crowding and reduce the 
potential for exposures in settings where people are not always wearing their face coverings in an effort to prevent 
more cases, increased hospitalizations and more deaths. 


(U) On Friday, the following will go into effect: 


e Private outdoor gatherings may only include 15 people who are from no more than 3 households, including the 
host household. 

e The number of patrons at outdoor restaurants, breweries and wineries will be limited to 50% maximum outdoor 
capacity. Restaurants, breweries, wineries, bars, and all other non-essential retail establishments must close 
from 10 p.m. to 6 a.m. This is not a curfew, but rather restrictions on operating hours. As permitted to operate, 
businesses can still offer pick-up and delivery services outside of these hours. 

e The number of customers at cardrooms, outdoor mini-golf, go-karts and batting cages will be limited to 50% 
maximum outdoor capacity. 

e Non-essential businesses permitted to operate indoors - including retail stores, offices, personal care services - 
will be limited to 25% of the maximum occupancy allowed. 

e Services at personal care establishments may only be provided by appointment to customers wearing face 
coverings by staff wearing face coverings. 

e Services that require either the customer or the staff to remove their face covering, such as facials and shaves, 
are not permitted. 

e Food and drinks cannot be served at these establishments to customers.

(U) As COVID-19 cases surge and hospitalizations continue to rise here and across California, the Los Angeles County 
Department of Public Health (Public Health) urges everyone to take immediate action to slow the spread of COVID-19 
and to stay home as much as possible for the next two to three weeks except for accessing essential services. 


(U) Today, Public Health has confirmed 6 new deaths and 2,795 new cases of COVID-19. Over the weekend, Public 
Health reported a total of 6,841 new cases; 3,780 new cases for Saturday and 3,061 new cases for Sunday. The County 
has not experienced daily numbers like this since late July, during the last surge that resulted in many people becoming 
very seriously ill and losing their lives to COVID-19. 


(U) Younger residents are among those driving the surge in increasing cases. In the last month, the case rate for 
residents age 18 to 29 years old has more than doubled, from 11.5 cases per 100,000 people to 25 cases per 100,000 
people. The second highest group, residents ages 30 through 49 years old, has nearly doubled from 9.4 cases to 18 cases 
per 100,000 people. 


(U) There are 1,049 people with COVID-19 currently hospitalized and 28% of these people are in the ICU. This is the 
highest number of people hospitalized with COVID-19 each day since the beginning of September and is the second day 
in a row the daily number of hospitalized patients with COVID-19 exceeded 1,000.

New Deaths and 2,481 New Positive Cases of COVID-19, dated 13 November 2020. 


(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 28 new deaths and 2,481 new 
cases of confirmed COVID-19. To date, Public Health has identified 332,865 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of 
L.A. County and 7,246 total deaths. There are 942 people currently hospitalized with COVID-19, up 15 percent from last 
week Friday (11/6), and 28% of these people are in the ICU. 


(U) Today the state issued a travel advisory in advance of the holiday season. As COVID-19 transmission is increasing in 
many states and countries, those arriving, or returning to California, from other states or countries should self- 
quarantine for 14 days after arrival. During this time, people should limit their interactions to their immediate 
household. This recommendation does not apply to individuals who cross state or country borders for essential travel. 
All Californians are encouraged to stay home or in their region and avoid non-essential travel to other states or 
countries. 


(U) As the holiday season approaches and COVID-19 spread is increasing, it is critically important that everyone follow 
the simple public health safety measures that provide protection from COVID-19 and minimizes spreading it to friends 
and family. There is a high level of risk associated with gatherings of any kind, especially when people are inside, not 
keeping physical distance of at least 6 feet and not wearing face coverings. Residents that gather with up to two other 
households should do so only outdoors, wearing face coverings and keeping six feet of distance the entire time. 


(U) Because COVID-19 spreads from person to person through respiratory droplets, face coverings combined with other 
preventive measures, such as frequent handwashing and physical distancing, provides the best protection. If you are 
planning to get together with others, it is important that your plan follows the Public Health protocols on small private 
gatherings. It is critically important that residents not attend any private gatherings or leave their home if they are 
experiencing symptoms of illness, have tested positive for COVID-19 or if they have been exposed or likely have been 
exposed to someone who is positive. 


(U) Of the 28 new deaths reported today, 10 people that passed away were over the age of 80 years old, eight people 
who died were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, six people who died was between the ages of 50 and 64 years 
old, and four people who died was between the ages of 30 and 49 years old. Twenty-four of the 28 deaths reported 
today were people with underlying health conditions, including nine people who were over the age of 80 years old, six 
people who were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, six people between the ages of 50 and 64 years old, and 
three people between the ages of 30 and 49 years old. 


(U) Ninety-three percent of the people who died from COVID-19 had underlying health conditions. Of those who died, 
information about race and ethnicity is available for 6,835 people (99 percent of the cases reported by Public Health); 
52% of deaths occurred among Latino/Latinx residents, 23% among White residents, 14% among Asian residents, 10% 
among African American/Black residents, less than 1% among Native Hawaiian/Pacific Islander residents and 1% among 
residents identifying with other races. Upon further investigation, 66 cases and 3 deaths reported earlier were not L.A. 
County residents.

It is 
likely other organizations throughout California have experienced attacks which have gone unreported. 


(U//FOUO) Website defacement attacks are likely to continue, as local government websites remain popular targets for 
politically-motivated cyber activity. While the Bax 026 attacks had relatively low impact, and affected websites were 
quickly restored, unauthorized access to government websites could lead to further exploitation by more sophisticated 
actors, including malicious redirects, drive-by-downloads, or leveraging web applications as a platform to launch attacks 
on an internal network. However, opportunistic, politically-motivated web defacement against government websites 
remains the most likely scenario.

Public Health Warns COVID-19 Community Transmission Continues to Increase at Concerning Levels - Public Health 
Reports 7 New Deaths and 2,533 New Confirmed Cases of COVID-19 in Los Angeles County, dated 12 November 2020. 


(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) continues to see significant increases in key 
indicators, including daily new cases and test positivity rates. 


(U) Today, Public Health has confirmed 7 new deaths and 2,533 new cases of COVID-19. To date, Public Health identified 
330,450 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County and a total of 7,221 deaths. 


(U) Since last week, L.A. County has experienced over 2,000 new cases nearly every day. On November 3, the average 
number of daily cases was 1,464, and one month before, on October 3, that number of daily cases reported was 988. 


(U) Testing results are available for nearly 3,320,000 individuals with 9% of all people testing positive. The County's test 
positivity rate, or the percentage of tests that come back positive, has increased from an average of about 3.6% on 
October 3 to about 5.9% today. Increasing daily case numbers and increasing test positivity percents are deeply 
troubling and more evidence of accelerating community transmission. 


(U) Public Health reminds everyone that testing does not prevent people from transmitting and acquiring the virus and is 
not a substitute for distancing from other people outside your household, wearing face coverings over your nose and 
mouth, hand washing and avoiding crowds. 


(U) There are 953 people with COVID-19 currently hospitalized and 28% of these people are in the ICU. On October 3, 
the average daily number of people hospitalized with COVID-19 was 682 patients, the lowest since the beginning of the 
pandemic. 


(U) When we look back at the summer surge in new cases, we are reminded to prepare for an expected increase in 
hospitalizations and deaths. On May 28, the County began to experience an increase in cases, which started the steep 
increase in cases. Twenty-one days later, on June 18, hospitalizations began to increase. Twelve days after that, deaths 
began to increase. Cases, hospitalizations and deaths all reached their peak within two weeks of each other, from mid to 
late July. After businesses reclosed in late June through mid-July, cases steadily declined and hit their lowest level on 
September 10. It took an additional three weeks to see hospitalizations and deaths hit their lowest post-surge levels. 


(U) With widespread community transmission, the County’s daily case numbers continue to keep us in the State’s most 
restrictive purple tier (Tier 1) in the Blueprint for a Safer Economy. Currently, L.A. County's adjusted case rate is 7.6 new 
cases per 100,000 people. This is a slight increase from the 7.5 adjusted case rate reported last week. The County must 
reduce its daily number of new cases to 7 or fewer new cases per 100,000 people for two consecutive weeks in order to 


move to the next less restrictive Tier 2. The County's overall test positivity rate is 3.8% which meets the threshold for 
Tier 3 and the test positivity rate in our lowest-resourced areas slightly decreased from 6.8% to 6.5% which still meets 
the threshold for Tier 2. 


(U) Schools throughout the County have reopened for specialized services for students with high-needs, waiver 
programs for students in grades TK-2, childcare, and modified youth sports programs. As of November 9, 1,571 schools 
have reopened for onsite learning for high-needs students; 73% are public schools, 15% are charter schools, and 12% are 
private schools. More than 75,000 students and more than 30,000 staff have returned for on-site learning. A list of 
schools open for K-12 specialized services is available online. 


(U) Given the widespread transmission of COVID-19, and as in any other sector that is open, there will be cases at school 
sites. And while there have been around 150 cases reported among 105,868 students and staff attending schools, there 
have only been 12 outbreaks associated with school sites; 11 of these outbreaks involved less than five people (primarily 
staff). The one site with a larger outbreak was related to a sports team that traveled to Arizona to play in a competition. 
All schools with cases and outbreaks are working closely with Public Health to ensure appropriate disease management 
and contact tracing. In accordance with Health Officer orders, people who are positive are isolated from all others for at 
least 10 days, and close contacts are required to quarantine for 14 days. 


(U) Of the seven new deaths reported today, two people that passed away were over the age of 80 years old, two 
people who died were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, and one person who died was between the ages of 50 
and 64 years old. Three people who died had underlying health conditions including one person over the age of 80 and 
two people between the ages of 65 and 79 years old. Two deaths were reported by the City of Long Beach. Upon further 
investigation, 47 cases and two deaths reported earlier were not L.A. County residents.

Public Health Reports 25 New Deaths and 2,318 New Confirmed Cases of COVID-19 in Los Angeles County; COVID-19 
Hospitalizations Continue to Increase, dated 10 November 2020. 


(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 25 new deaths and 2,318 new 
cases of COVID-19. To date, Public Health identified 325,876 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County 
and a total of 7,200 deaths. 


(U) There are 888 people with COVID-19 currently hospitalized and 28% of these people are in the ICU. The number of 
people hospitalized with COVID-19 each day increased to over 800 this past week and now nears 900. A month ago in 
early-October, the daily number of people hospitalized with COVID-19 was between 650 and 725 patients. 


(U) Throughout this pandemic when we have seen a surge in cases, it is followed by increases in hospitalizations and 
deaths. 


(U) It is very important businesses understand, implement and continue to comply with protocols and directives, as they 
can contribute to increased community transmission when COVID-19 spreads among their employees and customers. 


(U) During Public Health's recent business compliance checks, inspectors noted the majority of businesses were in 
compliance with most of the Public Health protocols. However, some businesses failed to ensure employees and patrons 
were appropriately distanced, patrons were wearing face coverings, and did not post their completed protocols for 
reopening. From October 25 through November 1, a total of 44 citations were issued to businesses including 
restaurants, gyms, hotels and places of worship for noncompliance with Health Officer Orders. Since the end of August, 
a total of 260 citations have been issued. 


(U) As flu season approaches, COVID-19 continues to circulate at high rates throughout L.A. County. It is critically 
important to be protected from influenza by getting immunized for flu. Flu immunizations are safe and provide 
protection against the harmful effects of influenza and can also help keep people out of the hospital freeing up critical 
hospital resources. As we begin to see increases in COVID-19 hospitalizations and considering the toll COVID-19 has had 
on our communities and our healthcare system, now more than ever it is important to be protected from influenza. 


(U) Everyone 6 months and older should be immunized against flu. Anyone can get flu (even healthy people), but people 
at high risk of developing serious flu-related complications include: people 65 years and older, pregnant women, 
children younger than 5 years and people with chronic medical conditions (such as asthma, diabetes, heart disease, or 
HIV). 


(U) Of the 25 new deaths reported today, eight people that passed away were over the age of 80 years old, nine people 
who died were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, seven people who died were between the ages of 50 and 64 
years old and one person who died was between that ages of 30 and 49 years old. Twenty-one people who died had 
underlying health conditions including seven people over the age of 80, eight people between the ages of 65 and 79 
years old, and six people between the ages of 50 and 64 years old. Upon further investigation, 67 cases and two deaths 
reported earlier were not L.A. County residents. 


(U) Ninety-three percent of the people who died from COVID-19 had underlying health conditions. Of those who died, 
information about race and ethnicity is available for 6,789 people (99 percent of the cases reported by Public Health); 
52% of deaths occurred among Latino/Latinx residents, 23% among White residents, 14% among Asian residents, 10% 
among African American/Black residents, less than 1% among Native Hawaiian/Pacific Islander residents and 1% among 
residents identifying with other races.

L.A. County Community Health Worker Initiative Targets Communities Hardest Hit by COVID-19; Public Health Reports 
5 New Deaths and 1,431 New Confirmed Cases of COVID-19 in Los Angeles County, dated 9 November 2020. 


(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 5 new deaths and 1,431 new 
cases of COVID-19. The number of new cases and deaths reflects a reporting lag over the weekend. 


(U) L.A. County is experiencing a surge in COVID-19 transmission. From mid-September to late-October, new reported 
cases went from a little over 750 cases per day to almost 1,400 cases per day. Over the weekend, Public Health reported 
for Saturday and Sunday, a total of 4,656 cases; 2,418 new cases for Saturday and 2,238 new cases for Sunday. These 
numbers are demonstrating real and alarming increases. 


(U) Public Health reminds everyone who participated in a gathering, especially one where there were crowds and where 
people were not distancing and wearing a face covering, that it is important to take very seriously that you may have 
been exposed to COVID-19. Please quarantine for 14 days and, in particular, stay away from anyone who is at increased 
risk for serious illness from the virus. This includes elderly family members and friends with underlying health conditions 
such as diabetes, cardiovascular disease, and cancer. Public Health also encourages people who participated in such 
gatherings to get tested for COVID-19. There continues to be plenty of testing capacity across our county, and anyone 
can make an appointment to be tested at www.covid19.lacounty.gov/testing. 


(U) To date, Public Health identified 323,625 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County and a total of 
7,177 deaths. Upon further investigation, 13 cases reported earlier were not L.A. County residents. 


(U) As we have seen increases in cases over the last few weeks, certain communities are experiencing the burden of 
transmission of the virus more than others. Overall, in Los Angeles County, the current adjusted case rate over the last 
two weeks is 188 cases per 100,000 people. During the same time period, in Pacoima, the adjusted case rate is 506 cases 
per 100,000 people, in Sun Valley, the adjusted case rate is 456 cases per 100,000 people and in Palmdale, the adjusted 
case rate is 406 cases per 100,000 people. 


(U) The County is re-aligning resources to communities experiencing significant surges including targeted compliance 
and support for cases and close contacts. Our Community Health Worker Outreach Initiative will coordinate and 
mobilize community health workers, also called Promotoras, in highly impacted communities to conduct healing- 
informed grassroots community outreach. Community health workers will provide accurate and up-to-date information 
regarding COVID-19 and connect residents with needed critical services, including health insurance, testing, mental 
health services and other safety net services such as food pantries and housing assistance. They will share current public 
health directives and inform residents about safety requirements at sectors that are open and requirements for worker 
safety. 


(U) There continues to be a steady decline in COVID-19 deaths associated with skilled nursing facilities. Skilled nursing 
facility COVID-19 associated deaths peaked in the beginning of May with 190 deaths a week. Last week, deaths in skilled 
nursing facilities dropped to 16 deaths a week. These facilities did not experience a surge in COVID-19 deaths in July and 
August as Los Angeles County did overall. A significant reason for the improvement in our skilled nursing facility 
outcomes is the continued efforts at nursing homes to protect workers and residents through enhanced infection 
control, using appropriate PPE, and diligence in appropriate testing. 


(U) All 340 skilled nursing facilities in the County conduct weekly testing of residents and staff. For the week of October 
24, nearly 46,000 COVID-19 tests were completed among staff and residents. One hundred and sixty-three people tested 
positive for COVID-19; there were 77 new cases among residents and 86 new cases among staff. As of October 24, 233 
facilities reported no positive cases. For comparison, in early September, nearly half of all skilled nursing facilities had an 
outbreak. Nearly all skilled nursing facilities report having adequate staffing (99%) and having adequate PPE (95%). 


(U) Public Health also continues tracking the number of positive cases and deaths among healthcare workers related to 
the COVID-19 pandemic response. There have been a total of 17,647 positive cases among healthcare workers and first 
responders in Los Angeles County. Seventy percent of healthcare workers who tested positive are younger than 50 years 
old. Slightly over half of the cases are among Latino/Latinx healthcare workers, and 68% of cases are among women. 
There have been a total 107 deaths among healthcare workers. Over half of these deaths occurred among men which is 
an overrepresentation of deaths, since the majority of cases are among women. Three-quarters of deaths are among 
healthcare workers who are age 50 and older, and 45% are among Latino/Latinx healthcare workers. The vast majority, 
83%, of healthcare workers who passed away had underlying health conditions. Nurses continue to account for the 
majority of deaths among healthcare workers at 36%. 


(U) Of the five new deaths reported today, one person that passed away was over the age of 80 years old, two people 
who died were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, and two people who died were between the ages of 50 and 64 
years old. Four people who died had underlying health conditions including two people between the ages of 65 and 79 
years old, and two people between the ages of 50 and 64 years old.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 23 new deaths and 2,108 new 
cases of COVID-19. This is the third consecutive day of new cases over 1,800 and the first time the number of new cases 
reached over 2,100 since mid-August. Over the last three days, there have been 6,016 new cases reported. 


(U) As COVID-19 spread increases in L.A. County, Public Health urges participation with case investigation and contact 

tracing efforts. Obtaining as much information as possible from people who are positive during the case investigation 

interview helps contain the virus and minimize outbreaks. While contact tracing cannot slow this virus on its own, is a 

crucial part of protecting the health of communities. To date, more than 157,000 people who are or were positive for 

COVID-19 completed the case investigation interview process and more than 71,000 of their close contacts completed 
interviews. 


(U) Anyone who receives a positive lab result or has been exposed to someone with COVID-19, should expect a call from 
a Public Health specialist to discuss how to protect themselves and others, how to isolate or quarantine, how to access 
services and providers, and to talk through other concerns or questions a case or contact may have.

Two Men in Police Custody for Plot to Attack Philadelphia Vote Counting Center 
e On5 November, authorities arrested two men after police were alerted to a possible attack plot against a 
Philadelphia building where US election ballots are being counted. 
e Ina6November statement, Philadelphia police said it received information that people armed with guns were 
traveling to the convention center in a silver Hummer truck. 
e Philadelphia police located the Hummer outside the convention center and arrested two men on firearms 
charges for carrying guns without a valid Pennsylvania permit. 


Florida Authorities Search for Suspects Involved in Theft of Gun Store 
e The ATF and local authorities initiated a manhunt for five men in connection with a 3 November theft of 40 
firearms from an Apopka gun store in central Florida.

e ATF and the National Shooting Sports Foundation are offering a $5,000 reward for information leading to the 
arrest of the suspects.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 25 new deaths and 2,065 new 
cases of COVID-19. Today's number of new cases surpasses yesterday's and is the highest number of new cases not 
associated with backlog cases reported since late-August. 


(U) As COVID-19 spread continues increasing in Los Angeles County, the number of COVID-19 workplace outbreaks has 
also increased. During the two-week period of September 6 through September 19, there were 23 outbreaks in non- 
healthcare and non-residential workplaces, the lowest number of worksite outbreaks since June. During the two-week 
period from October 4 through October 17, the number of worksite outbreaks increased to 40. 


(U) Public Health is carefully tracking outbreaks at worksites and continues to assist sectors with the required business 
protocol compliance and safety measures. During an outbreak, health inspectors assess the worksite and provide 
guidance to control the outbreak. At times, this may include requiring a business to close until required measures are in 
place to prevent the virus from spreading.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 19 new deaths and 1,745 new 
cases of COVID-19. This is the highest number of new cases reported since late-August not associated with backlog 
cases. 


(U) To date, Public Health identified 305,070 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County and a total of 
7,044 deaths. Upon further investigation, 44 cases and 15 deaths reported earlier were not L.A. County residents. 


(U) There are 750 people with COVID-19 currently hospitalized and 31% of these people are in the ICU. The number of 
COVID-19 hospitalizations has remained stable for most of September and October. 


(U) Schools have reopened for specialized services for students with high-needs, waiver programs for students in grades 
TK-2, childcare, and modified youth sports programs. They are required to follow school re-opening protocols for 
infection control, distancing, and cohorting to minimize COVID-19 spread. Additionally, Public Health has a dedicated 
team of specialists providing technical assistance and disease management to all schools that are re-opened or re- 
opening, and every school that re-opens receives a site visit from Public Health. 


(U) Parents play a vital part in the shared responsibility to prevent COVID-19 spread in schools and communities. To 
date, nearly 30,000 COVID-19 cases have occurred in children under 18 years old in L.A. County. If a child’s school has 
reopened for one of the approved purposes, the decision to send a child back to school rests with each family. It is 
essential for families to follow the Department of Public Health’s safety guidance to reduce the risk of getting and 
spreading COVID-19. The necessary steps include: 


e Keeping your child at home if she or he is sick and or has any symptoms of COVID-19, or if your child has been in 
contact with someone with COVID-19; symptoms to look out for in your child are fever, new onset of cough, 
diarrhea/vomiting/abdominal pain, and new onset of severe headache; 

e Instructing your child to always wear a mask while at school and when in public outside of your home; 

e Developing good hand hygiene habits so that your child frequently washes their hands, particularly before 
eating and after toileting; 

e Teaching your child to stay 6 feet apart from others who aren’t in your household. 


(U) There are also actions that parents can take to increase their child’s safety at school: 


e Find out if your child’s school does a symptom screening daily before children and staff enter school; they 
should be requiring this step for the entire school community. 

e Ask your child about their experience at school regarding distance between students, mask-wearing, and hand 
washing. 

e Model the behaviors you wish to see your child demonstrate when they go to school; these behaviors include 
wearing a face covering when outside the home, physical distancing, and hand washing. 

e Ask the school to share its safety protocols and other plans for how it will handle cases and exposure that might 
occur at the school and ask how the school will communicate with parents if that happens. 

e Be part of school efforts that promote compliance with safety directives.

L.A. County COVID-19 Case Increases Driven by Younger Residents - One New Death and 923 New Confirmed Cases of 
COVID-19 in Los Angeles County, dated 19 October 2020. 


(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed one new death and 923 new 
cases of COVID-19. The low number of new deaths and new cases reported today reflect a reporting lag from over the 
weekend. 


(U) To date, Public Health identified 289,366 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County and a total of 
6,877 deaths. Upon further investigation, eight cases reported earlier were not L.A. County residents. Testing results are 
available for nearly 2,894,000 individuals with 9% of all people testing positive. 


(U) People of all ages are at risk of being infected with COVID-19 and younger groups are driving L.A. County’s case 
counts. Throughout the pandemic, people between the ages of 18 and 49 years old have had the highest number of 
cases, now accounting for 58% of all cases. When you add teenagers, a group who may be out socializing, individuals 
between 12 through 50 years old account for 68% of new cases. 


(U) There are 722 people with confirmed cases of COVID-19 currently hospitalized and 27% of these people in the ICU. 
People over the age of 50 years old continue to make up the majority (60%) of people hospitalized with COVID-19. 
People between the ages of 18 and 29 years old have had a significant increase in hospitalizations and now comprise of 
over 10% hospitalization. This has doubled from the 5% of all hospitalizations seen in mid-May among this age group. 


(U) As of October 13, there have been a total of three deaths among the 2,072 pregnant women that tested positive for 
COVID-19. All the women who died had underlying health conditions. Eighty percent of pregnant women testing positive 
for COVID-19 are Latina/Latinx, 8% are White, 4% are African American/Black, 3% are Asian, 3% identify with another 
race, and race/ethnicity was unknown or unspecified for 2%. The potential explanations for the disproportionality 
among Latinas are numerous and rooted in the inequities seen throughout this pandemic where Latinx communities 
have consistently experienced higher case, hospitalization, and death rates. Among the 1,176 births where there was 
testing information, 17 babies tested positive for the virus. 


(U) Because Latinx residents are more likely to live in high-poverty areas where they have less access to the health 
affirming resources needed for optimal health and well-being and are more likely to work in lower-wage jobs with less 
control over their working conditions and a higher risk of workplace exposures, limiting workplace exposures is key to 
reducing the risk of exposure to pregnant Latinas and their partners. We continue to work with employers to implement 
workplace protocols and to identify clusters of positive cases before they turn into a workplace outbreak. 


(U) Public health tracks the number of positive cases and deaths among healthcare workers related to the COVID-19 
pandemic response. There have been a total 101 COVID-19 deaths and a total of 16,435 positive cases among healthcare 
workers and first responders in Los Angeles County. Nurses continue to account for the majority of cases (36%) and 
deaths (44%) among healthcare workers. One-third (33%) of healthcare workers who tested positive for the virus 
worked at skilled nursing and assisted living facilities and 26% of healthcare workers testing positive worked at hospitals. 
Latino/Latinx people account for nearly 50% of all cases among healthcare workers, Asian healthcare workers account 
for nearly 15%, White healthcare workers account for 11%, and African American/Black healthcare workers account for 
nearly 7%. Public Health works with organizations across the county to ensure that health care workers are protected at 
worksites and have the personal protective equipment needed to stay safe. 


(U) Ninety-three percent of the people who died from COVID-19 had underlying health conditions. Of those who died, 
information about race and ethnicity is available for 6,474 people (99 percent of the cases reported by Public Health); 
51% of deaths occurred among Latino/Latinx residents, 23% among White residents, 14% among Asian residents, 10% 
among African American/Black residents, less than 1% among Native Hawaiian/Pacific Islander residents and 1% among 
residents identifying with other races. Today's reported COVID-19 death occurred in a person over the age of 80 years 
old who had underlying health conditions.

(U) Because it is highly likely that both flu and COVID-19 will be present in L.A. County this year, it’s vital that we do all 
that we can to protect ourselves to prevent a serious flu season coinciding with the COVID-19 pandemic. 


(U) Everyone 6 months and older should be immunized against flu. Anyone can get flu (even healthy people), but people 
at high risk of developing serious flu-related complications include: people 65 years and older, pregnant women, 
children younger than 5 years and people with chronic medical conditions (such as asthma, diabetes, heart disease, or 
HIV). 


(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 27 new deaths and 1,072 new 
cases of confirmed COVID-19.

At approximately 1700 local time, French authorities fatally shot a man who stabbed and reportedly decapitated a 
victim, described as a middle school teacher, in Conflans-Sainte-Honorine, a suburb northwest of Paris, France. 


Witnesses reported the suspect yelled “Allahu akbar” during the attack; however, authorities have not confirmed a 
motive. 


JRIC has no information to suggest a nexus to its six-county AOR at this time.

(U) On Friday, October 9, the State updated guidance to allow private gatherings of three or fewer households, as long 
as the private gathering is outdoors, everyone wears a cloth face covering and keeps at least six feet of physical distance, 
food is in single-serve disposable containers, and the duration of the gathering is two hours or less. 


(U) On 15 October, Public Health will update the Health Officer Order to align with this change in the State guidance.

The Milwaukee County District Attorney’s Office made a public announcement stating that Wauwatosa Police Officer 
Joseph Mensah will not be charged in the fatal shooting of Alvin Cole in February 2020. 


Wisconsin Governor Tony Evers declared a state of emergency and ordered a 72-hour curfew from 1900-0700 beginning 
tonight. The Governor also activated the National Guard in the city of Wauwatosa to support local law enforcement 
authorities. 


While the JRIC is not aware of planned criminal activity or civil unrest within its AOR in response to the decision, this 
event has national interest and may lead to widespread protests with the potential for violence.

Public Health Reports 30 New Deaths and 990 New Positive Cases of Confirmed COVID-19 in Los Angeles County - 
Cases Among People Experiencing Homelessness Decline, dated 6 October 2020. 


(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 30 new deaths and 990 new 
cases of confirmed COVID-19. To date, Public Health has identified 275,856 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of 
L.A. County, and a total of 6,681 deaths. Testing results are available for more than 2,737,000 individuals with 9% of all 
people testing positive. 


(U) To date, Public Health has identified 1,846 cases among people experiencing homelessness. The weekly number of 
new cases among this group has declined significantly. Cases among people experiencing homelessness peaked the 
week of July 7 at 138 new cases. This week, there are 53 new cases among people experiencing homelessness. This 
includes 36 cases from previous weeks that were newly identified and were included in the new case totals. 


(U) To date, 44 people who were experiencing homelessness and two people who were working in shelters have passed 
away from COVID-19. Of the people who were experiencing homelessness who passed away, 21 were sheltered, 13 
were unsheltered, and for 10 people who passed away, their sheltered status was unknown. There were no new deaths 
reported among people experiencing homelessness or shelter staff this week. 


(U) Tomorrow, Wednesday, October 7, indoor shopping malls will be allowed to reopen with occupancy limited to 25% 
capacity, and with all food courts and all common areas closed. Last week, Public Health released a timeline for 
reopening nail salons, indoor malls and outdoor cardrooms, outside playgrounds, and the school waiver application 
program for in-person learning for students in grades TK-2. Nail salons, outdoor cardrooms and outside playgrounds 
have been allowed to resume operations with the required modifications in place. The school waiver program also 
began accepting applications yesterday. 


(U) Of the 30 new deaths reported today, 13 people that passed away were over the age of 80 years old, nine people 
who died were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, five people who died were between the ages of 50 and 64 
years old, and one person who died was between the ages of 30 and 49 years old. Twenty-one people who died had 
underlying health conditions including 11 people over the age of 80, six people between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, 
and four people between the ages of 50 and 64 years old. Two deaths were reported by the City of Pasadena. 


(U) Ninety-two percent of the people who died from COVID-19 had underlying health conditions. Of those who died, 
information about race and ethnicity is available for 6,290 people (99 percent of the cases reported by Public Health); 
51% of deaths occurred among Latino/Latinx residents, 23% among White residents, 15% among Asian residents, 10% 
among African American/Black residents, less than 1% among Native Hawaiian/Pacific Islander residents and 1% among

(U) As sectors reopen in L.A. County, the Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) highlights 
infection control and distancing as the best ways to avoid becoming infected with COVID-19, and cautions daily testing is 
not a substitute for these safety measures. 


(U) The goal for everyone, including Public Health, businesses, and residents, is to reopen sectors in a way that does not 
result in more cases, illness, and deaths from COVID-19. We are seeing in cities across the country and the world that 
with reopening often comes increases in transmission of the virus that ultimately requires sectors to close again for the 
safety of residents. 


(U) Today, Public Health has confirmed seven new deaths and 472 new cases of COVID-19. To date, Public Health 
identified 274,942 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County and a total of 6,654 deaths. The low number 
of new deaths and new cases reported today reflect a reporting lag from over the weekend. Upon further investigation, 
95 cases reported earlier were not L.A. County residents. 


(U) Beginning today, Monday, October 5, schools can apply for a waiver to reopen their classrooms for in-person 
instruction for students in grades TK through 2. To apply, schools must complete an online application available at 
www.publichealth.lacounty.gov. The application must be accompanied by letters of support from employees and 
parents. In addition to the application and letters of support, schools must also submit a completed Public Health K-12 
Protocol Checklist to demonstrate that they are in compliance with all required infection control protocols. The program 
prioritizes the issuance of waivers to schools with higher percentages of students qualified for free/reduced meals and is 
capped at 30 schools per week. The review process will take 2-3 weeks and includes consultation with the California 
Department of Public Health.

Continues - 21 New Deaths and 1,324 New Positive Cases of Confirmed COVID-19 in Los Angeles County; Two New 
Cases of MIS-C in Children Reported, dated 2 October 2020. 


(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 21 new deaths and 1,324 new 
cases of COVID-19. To date, Public Health identified 272,653 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County 
and 6,626 total deaths. Public Health is reporting two additional cases of multisystem inflammatory syndrome in 
children (MIS-C). This brings the total cases of MIS-C in L.A. County to 40 children. All 40 children with MIS-C in L.A. 
County were hospitalized and nearly 50% of the children were treated in the ICU. Of the children with MIS-C, 27% were 
under the age of 5 years old, 38% were between the ages of 5 and 11 years old, and 35% were between the ages of 12 
and 20 years old. Latino/Latinx children account for 70% of the reported cases. There have been no reported MIS-C 
deaths in LA County children. 


(U) There continues to be widespread COVID-19 transmission in L.A. County. It is important that everyone follow the 
safety measures that minimize COVID-19 transmission and saves lives, including avoiding gatherings with people not 
from your household. 


(U) If you think you have been exposed to COVID-19, this includes a person diagnosed with or likely to have COVID-19, it 
is very important that you quarantine for 14 days and stay away from all other people, especially those at greater risk of 
becoming seriously ill from COVID-19, and monitor your health during the 14 days. This is required to prevent you from 
unintentionally spreading COVID-19 to other people. 


(U) You should get tested if you were exposed to COVID-19. If you think you could be positive for COVID-19 and are 
awaiting testing results, it is important to stay at home and act as if you are positive for the virus. This means staying 
home except to get medical care and separate yourself from others until at least 10 days have passed since the onset of 
symptoms, and you have had no fever for at least 24 hours and your symptoms have improved. 


(U) As the COVID-19 pandemic continues, Public Health continues to encourage participation with case investigation and 
contact tracing efforts. To date, over 134,000 people who are or were positive for COVID-19 completed the case 
investigation interview process. More than 81,000 contacts, or people that were exposed to the virus, were identified, 
and nearly 59,000 close contacts completed interviews. Obtaining as much information as possible from people during 
the case investigation interview helps contain this virus and minimize outbreaks, and it is a crucial part of protecting the 
health of communities. 


(U) If a person tests positive for COVID-19, they should plan to receive a call from a contact tracer to discuss how to 
protect themselves and others, to find out where they may have been, and who they were in close contact with while 
infectious.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health), in consultation with the Board of Supervisors, 
will revise the Health Officer Order to allow for limited in-door operations at nail salons and shopping malls, outdoor 
operations for cardrooms, re-opening of outside playgrounds and the school waiver program for grades TK-2. 


(U) The following sectors and program will be allowed to reopen on the following dates under the following restrictions: 


e Nail Salons - October 1 - Indoor services may resume at 25% capacity. Outdoor services should continue as much 
as possible. 

e Schools (TK-2) Waiver Program - Applications can be submitted on October 5 - Limited to 30 schools per week. 

e Cardrooms - October 5 - Outdoor operations only. Food and beverages may not be served at the tables. 

e Indoor Shopping Malls - October 7 - Occupancy limited to 25% capacity; all food courts and all common areas 
remain closed. 

e Outside Playgrounds - At the discretion of cities and L.A. County Parks and Recreation - Face coverings and 
physical distancing are required. 


(U) Public Health is consulting with County Counsel to determine the process and date for re-opening outdoor 
operations at breweries and wineries serving a meal. We anticipate this process will be completed in a week. 


(U) Beginning Monday, October 5, school waiver applications for in-person instruction for students in grades TK-2 will be 
available online at www.publichealth.lacounty.gov. Applications will be received and reviewed by Public Health in 
consultation with the State. Schools must follow all required school re-opening protocols for infection control, 
distancing, and cohorting. Students will be in cohorts of no more than 12 children and two supervising adults in each 
classroom. This group of students and adults will need to stay together throughout the entire day for all activities. Every 
school that re-opens will receive a site visit from Public Health. Public Health has a dedicated team of specialists 
providing technical assistance and disease management control to all schools that are re-opened or re-opening.

19 in Los Angeles County - Nail Salons, Indoor Malls, Outdoor Operations for Cardrooms, Breweries and Wineries 
Serving Meals, and Outside Playgrounds May Reopen in Near Future, dated 30 September 2020. 


(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) continues seeing progress in key indicators, 
including positivity rates, hospitalizations and deaths. Today, Public Health has confirmed 30 new deaths and 1,063 new 
cases of confirmed COVID-19. To date, Public Health has identified 270,299 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of 
L.A. County, and a total of 6,576 deaths. 


(U) There are 734 people currently hospitalized with COVID-19 and 28% of these people are in the ICU. Hospitalizations 
have remained fairly steady the past couple of weeks after declining significantly since the middle of July when the 
County experienced an average of about 2,200 hospitalizations per day. As of September 24, the County is averaging 743 
hospitalizations per day. This is the lowest number we have seen in 6 months. 


(U) Over the next 10 days, the following sectors will be allowed to reopen once they implement the required protocols 
for infection control and distancing: 


e (U) Nail salons may reopen for limited indoor services at 25 percent occupancy. 

e (U) Cardrooms may reopen for outdoor gaming only. Food and beverages may not be served in cardrooms at 
this time. 

e (U) Indoor shopping malls will be allowed to reopen at 25 percent maximum occupancy; all food courts and all 
common areas remain closed per the State order. 

e (U) Outdoor playgrounds may reopen at the approval and discretion of cities and the County Parks and 
Recreation Department. Parents and children age two years old and older must always wear a cloth face 
covering, avoid people not in their household, and sanitize hands before and after using playground equipment. 
There is no eating or drinking allowed at the playground. Indoor playgrounds remain closed.

(U) After a motion was approved by the Los Angeles County Board of Supervisors, the Los Angeles County Department of 
Public Health (Public Health) will plan to open the school waiver program for in person instruction for grades TK-2. 


(U) The program will begin accepting applications in early October for 30 schools per week and prioritize the issuance of 
waivers to schools with higher percentages of students qualified for free/reduced meals. 


(U) Superintendents must submit school district waiver requests to re-open for approval by the local Health Officer. The 
decision to grant a waiver will be based on ensuring that schools are able to open in full adherence with the L.A. County 
school re-opening protocols. The process requires consultation with the California Department of Public Health prior to 
accepting or rejecting waiver applications. The application process will be available online at 
www.publichealth.lacounty.gov and will be launched in early October. 


(U) Today, Public Health has confirmed 39 new deaths and 905 new cases of confirmed COVID-19. To date, Public Health 
has identified 269,284 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County, and a total of 6,551 deaths. 


(U) Although Los Angeles County met the State's metric thresholds for Tier 2 last week, L.A. County remains in Tier 1 due 
to the current adjusted daily case rate of 7.3 cases per 100,000 residents. Per the State guidelines, to move to Tier 2, the 
County's case rate needs to be 7 or fewer new cases a day per 100,000 residents for two consecutive weeks. The 
County's test positivity rate is 2.9% which places the County in Tier 3 for this metric. The State places Counties in the 
most restrictive Tier when the metrics fall in two different tiers, so the County remains in Tier 1 because the daily case 
rate indicates there is still widespread transmission in our communities.

Good evening, 


Earlier this evening police departments nationwide began to experience outages with 911 emergency call 
systems. Some states reported callers receiving a busy signal or recorded message; police agencies 
encouraged callers to call non-emergency numbers. The outage appeared to resolve itself within minutes in 
many locations. 


It is unknown if the system interruptions are related to outages impacting Microsoft 365 services, including 
Outlook and Office. 


Additionally, on 27 September Universal Health Services (UHS), one of the nation’s largest health care 
providers, suffered a cyberattack crippling operations. Initial reports by UHS indicate no patient or employee 
data appeared to have been accessed, copied, or misused. 


The attack against UHS appears to have employed the Ryuk ransomware, which is specifically designed to 
target enterprises and businesses. 


The JRIC will continue to follow these incidents and provide additional details when available.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed one new death and 663 new 
cases of confirmed COVID-19. This is the lowest number of new deaths reported since March. However, Public Health 
cautions the decrease of new deaths and new cases reported today reflects, in part, a reporting lag from over the 
weekend. 


(U) To date, Public Health has identified 268,455 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County, and a total of 
6,515 deaths. Upon further investigation, nine cases reported earlier were not L.A. County residents. 


(U) There are 689 people currently hospitalized with COVID-19 and 34% of these people are in the ICU. People under the 
age of 65 continue to make up an increasing proportion of people hospitalized with COVID-19 with nearly 70% of 
patients recently hospitalized. People between the ages of 18 and 29 years old represent the most significant increase in 
hospitalizations and now comprise over 10% of people who are hospitalized. 


(U) Ninety-two percent of the people who died from COVID-19 had underlying health conditions. Hypertension and 
diabetes are the most common underlying health conditions among people who died from COVID-19. Neurologic 
conditions, cardiovascular disease and chronic renal disease are also common. Of the deaths reported by Public Health, 
3,705 people had hypertension, 2,727 people had diabetes, 1,498 people had cardiovascular disease, 1,097 had chronic 
renal disease, and 1,025 people had neurologic conditions. Please note, each person may have multiple conditions. 
Public Health estimates as many as 20% to 30% of L.A. County residents, across all age groups, have an underlying health 
condition that puts them at higher risk for serious disease from COVID-19.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 34 new deaths and 1,401 new 
cases of confirmed COVID-19. Today is the highest number of new cases reported within the last two weeks. 


(U) To date, Public Health has identified 265,775 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County, and 6,488 
total deaths. 


(U) Public Health is also reporting four new cases of multisystem inflammatory syndrome in children (MIS-C). This brings 
the total number of MIS-C cases in L.A. County to 38 children. 


(U) All 38 children with MIS-C in L.A. County were hospitalized and 47% of the children were treated in the ICU. Twenty- 
six percent of these cases were between the ages of 0 and 4 years old, 37% were between the ages of 5 and 11 years 
old, and 37% were between the ages of 12 and 20 years old. Latino/Latinx children account for 71% of the reported 
cases. None of the children with MIS-C in L.A. County have died due to the illness. 


(U) As of September 22, there have been a total of three deaths among the 1,853 pregnant women that tested positive 
for COVID-19. Eighty percent of pregnant women testing positive for COVID-19 are Latina/Latinx, 7% are White, 4% are 
African American/Black, 3% are Asian, 4% identify with another race, and race/ethnicity was unknown or unspecified for 
1%. Among the 956 births where there was testing information, 16 babies tested positive for the virus. 


(U) Of the 34 new deaths reported today (excluding Long Beach and Pasadena), 14 people that passed away were over 
the age of 80, nine people who died were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, six people who died were between 
the ages of 50 and 64 years old and two people who died were between the ages of 30 and 49 years old. Twenty-eight 
people had underlying health conditions including 13 people over the age of 80 years old, eight people between the 
ages of 65 and 79 years old, five people between the ages of 50 and 64 years old, and two people between the ages of 
30 and 49. Three deaths were reported by the City of Long Beach.

Good morning, 


On 24 September at approximately 2100 PT, the driver of a dark colored pickup truck struck one protestor after the 
driver became encircled by protestors and fled the location. The driver stopped a short distance from the collision and 
met with police. The victim/protestor was transported to a local hospital with non-life-threatening injuries. 


Los Angeles police officers completed a traffic collision report after conducting an investigation. The driver was not 
arrested. 


A second incident occurred on 24 September at approximately 2130 PT in the area of Sunset Blvd and Vine Streets 
approximately a half mile from the earlier incident, when the driver of a white Prius also became encircled by protesters 
and was attacked. The driver fled the area and later reported the incident to police.

Good morning, 


At approximately 1140 local time, police in Paris, France, arrested two suspects who carried out a stabbing outside the 
former Charlie Hebdo office. Two victims are in critical condition. 


Authorities have not confirmed a motive, and have not said whether it was linked to the French satirical magazine, 
Charlie Hebdo, which moved after its offices were targeted in a 2015 Islamic extremist attack that left 12 people dead. A 
trial for the 2015 attack opened on 2 September and al-Qa’ida has renewed calls for attacks on the magazine. 


The investigation remains active; JRIC will provide updates as information becomes available.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 39 new deaths and 1,165 new 
cases of COVID-19. To date, Public Health identified 264,414 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County 
and a total of 6,455 deaths. 


(U) Public Health is seeing a steady decline in COVID-19 deaths in skilled nursing facilities in Los Angeles County. Skilled 
nursing facility COVID-19-associated deaths peaked in the beginning of May with 190 deaths a week. By mid-September, 
deaths in skilled nursing facilities dropped to 22 a week. Skilled nursing facilities did not experience an increase in 
COVID-19 deaths in July and August as Los Angeles County did overall. 


(U) Public Health remains in regular contact with skilled nursing facilities and provides facilities with education, technical 
assistance, guidance, emergency supplies of personal protective equipment, and COVID-19 testing support. Public 
Health also continues to survey skilled nursing facilities in the County for compliance with mandated COVID-19 testing 
and reports of COVID-19 cases and outbreaks. All 341 skilled nursing facilities are conducting testing of residents and 
staff; between September 6 and September 12, 30,000 COVID-19 tests were completed among staff and residents. The 
percentage of residents that tested positive during this time period was 1.3% and for staff was .4%. Ninety-nine percent 
of skilled nursing facilities reported having adequate staffing and 94% reported having adequate PPE. Out of the 341 
facilities, 164 were reported as having one or more cases and 177 facilities reported no positive cases. Public Health 
continues to conduct on-site inspections at skilled nursing facilities that are reported to be in noncompliance with 
infection control practices, or those that have reports of noncompliance that caused serious harm or death to a resident. 
These inspections occur within 24 hours of reported complaints. 


(U) Of the 39 new deaths reported today, 13 people that passed away were over the age of 80 years old, 11 people who 
died were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, 12 people who died were between the ages of 50 and 64 years old, 
and one person who died was between the ages of 30 and 49 years old. Thirty-five people who died had underlying 
health conditions including 13 people over the age of 80, nine people between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, 12 
people between the ages of 50 and 64 years old and one person between the ages of 30 and 49 years old. Two deaths 
were reported by the City of Long Beach.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) continues seeing progress in key indicators, 
including daily hospitalizations and deaths. Public Health remains vigilant in monitoring the metrics that show LA 
County’s progress in slowing the spread of COVID-19 and reducing the disproportionality in highly impacted groups. 


(U) There are 779 confirmed cases currently hospitalized and 28% of these people are confirmed cases in the ICU. Daily 

hospitalizations have declined and have dropped down slightly lower than the numbers seen in early April. The number 

of hospitalized COVID-19 patients has been below 1,000 for most of September and reflects, in part, an overall decrease 
in transmission of the virus and better treatments that result in shorter lengths of hospital stays. 


(U) Today, Public Health reports 31 new deaths and 1,265 new cases of COVID-19. To date, Public Health identified 
263,333 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County, and 6,423 total deaths. 


(U) Deaths have continued to decline since the peak seen two months ago. In late July, the average daily reported 
deaths was 43, and on September 9, the average daily reported deaths was 20. While deaths continue to decrease, if 
there is an increase in cases as a result of Labor Day activities, this will likely translate into more hospitalizations and 
deaths in the coming weeks. We have seen a slight increase in cases recently, which we are watching closely, especially 
since these increases happened after the Labor Day weekend. 


(U) Of the 31 new deaths reported today, 10 people that passed away were over the age of 80 years old, 14 people who 
died were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, six people who died were between the ages of 50 and 64 years old, 
and one person who died was between the ages of 30 and 49 years old. Twenty-four people who died had underlying 
health conditions including nine people over the age of 80, 10 people between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, and five 
people between the ages of 50 and 64 years old.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 40 new deaths and 810 new 
cases of confirmed COVID-19. To date, Public Health has identified 262,133 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of 
L.A. County and a total of 6,401 deaths. 


(U) Public Health is closely monitoring the number of daily hospitalizations related to COVID-19. Unlike the daily number 
of cases, which reflects the number of people tested in L.A. County, the number of hospitalizations is a stable indicator 
representing the number of people who are seriously ill from COVID-19. During the pandemic we have seen increases in 
the numbers of hospitalizations three to four weeks after an event where there was widespread transmission of COVID- 
19, including after holiday weekends or sector re-openings. 


(U) The County continues to see the number of daily COVID-19 hospitalizations decline from the July 20 peak of a 3-day 
average of over 2,200 hospitalizations. There are 745 people currently hospitalized with COVID-19 and 28% of these 
people are in the ICU. Even in the last month, since the end of August, there has been a significant decrease from an 
average of 1,200 daily hospitalizations to the average this past week of under 800 hospitalizations per day. We are 
hoping that we do not see an increase in the number of daily hospitalizations in the upcoming weeks associated with 
activities that occurred over the Labor Day holiday. 


(U) According to the State's Blueprint for a Safer Economy, Los Angeles County has met the metric thresholds for Tier 2 
(Substantial risk level). Per the State guidelines, Los Angeles County must continue to meet these metric thresholds for 
two consecutive weeks before moving into Tier 2. The State also announced that counties may now make their own 
determination to allow nail salons to resume indoor operations. Public Health will be consulting with the Board of 
Supervisors to determine the timing of adopting changes to the County Health Officer Order that would allow nail salons 
to resume modified indoor operations.

(U//FOUO) On 19 September 2020, law enforcement officials confirmed a letter addressed to President Trump at the 
White House contained ricin, a toxic protein extracted from castor beans; the incident caused no injuries or illness. The 
JRIC has not identified any specific, credible threats within the six-county AOR related to this event. While unlikely to 
pose a significant threat, the widespread presence of castor bean plants in the JRIC area of responsibility (AOR), as well 
as ongoing efforts by homegrown violent extremists (HVEs), domestic violent extremists (DVEs), and foreign terrorist 
organizations (FTOs) to use ricin as a biological weapon, will probably result in future plots and attempted attacks. 


(U//FOUO) In relation to this incident, federal authorities arrested a female suspect armed with a gun as she attempted 
to enter the United States from Canada. The suspect allegedly sent five additional letters addressed to law enforcement 
agencies in South Texas along the Mexico border, according to unconfirmed open source reporting.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 24 new deaths and 733 new 
cases of confirmed COVID-19. The lower number of cases today reflect a weekend reporting lag and reduced testing due 
to poor air quality. 


(U) Actions that increase transmission and actions that decrease transmission of COVID-19 have a ripple effect among all 
County residents. As a result of the Safer at Home Order, when people were asked to stay home unless they needed to 
access essential services and when schools and many businesses were closed for in-person services, the number of cases 
remained fairly steady at 1,000 or less new cases per day. 


(U) As recreational activities and businesses reopened, starting May 8, and as people were exposed to more non- 
household members when out, whether at work, while shopping, while protesting, and/or while celebrating Memorial 
Day and Independence Day, the County saw cases, and as a result hospitalizations and deaths, increase and spike in an 
alarming manner in mid-July. 


(U) After re-closing some businesses, and moving other business operations outdoors, the County's case numbers 
decreased significantly, and we are back to consistently slowing the spread. 


(U) To date, Public Health has identified 254,656 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County, and a total of 
6,231 deaths. 


(U) Currently, there are 775 confirmed cases currently hospitalized and 35% of these people are confirmed cases in the 
ICU. Throughout this pandemic thousands of people have had long hospital stays and many more have become sick and 
may still be feeling the effects of their sickness weeks or even months later. 


(U) Over the next six weeks, Public Health will be working with schools across the County that are re-opening for services 
to a limited number of cohorted students with high need for in-person support. To date, Public Health has received 59 
applications from schools to reopen. Public Health will be posting, weekly, the list of schools who have submitted 
applications, and schools can expect that our public team of specialists will be in touch to provide technical assistance.

(U) On 12 September 2020 at 1858 PDT, a gunman ambushed two LASD deputies who were sitting in their parked patrol 
vehicle at the MLK Transit Center in Compton. The suspect, only identified as a 28-30 year-old Black male, approached 
from behind and fired a handgun multiple times at the deputies through the passenger window, striking both. 


(U) The critically wounded deputies, assigned to the department’s Transit Services Bureau, include a 31-year-old female 
deputy who was shot in the jaw and arms, and a 24-year-old male deputy who was struck by gunfire in the forehead, 
arm, and hand. Both are hospitalized in stable condition. 


(U) On the evening of 12 September, demonstrators gathered outside St. Francis Medical Center, where doctors treated 
the deputies, and blocked hospital emergency routes and chanted anti-police sentiments, including "we hope they die." 


(U) The Los Angeles County Board of Supervisors is offering a $100,000 reward for information leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the suspect.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 43 new deaths and 1,115 new 
cases of confirmed COVID-19. To date, Public Health has identified 252,066 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of 
L.A. County, and a total of 6,171 deaths. 


(U) The number of daily hospitalizations continues to decline. There are 889 confirmed cases currently hospitalized and 
33% of these people are confirmed cases in the ICU. Similar to the numbers seen in early April, daily hospitalizations 
have dropped back to an average of under 1,000 hospitalizations a day. 


(U) Public Health also reports three new cases of multisystem inflammatory syndrome in children (MIS-C). This brings 
the total number of MIS-C case in L.A. County to 34 children. 


(U) All 34 children with MIS-C in L.A. County were hospitalized and 45% of the children were treated in the ICU. Twenty- 
seven percent of these cases were between the ages of 0 and 4 years old, 38% were between the ages of 5 and 11 years 
old, and 35% were between the ages of 12 and 20 years old. Latino/Latinx children continue to make up the majority of 
cases accounting for 71% of all cases. There have been no reported deaths in children with MIS-C in LA County. 


(U) Of the 43 new deaths reported today (excluding Long Beach and Pasadena), 18 people that passed away were over 
the age of 80, 12 people who died were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, eight people who died were between 
the ages of 50 and 64 years old, one person who died was between the ages of 30 and 49 years old, and one person who 
died was between the ages of 18 and 29 years old. Thirty people had underlying health conditions including 14 people 
over the age of 80 years old, nine people between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, five people between the ages of 50 
and 64 years old, one person between the ages of 30 and 49, and one person between the ages of 18 to 29 years old. 
Three deaths were reported by the City of Long Beach.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 61 new deaths and 671 new 
cases of confirmed COVID-19. The high number of new deaths are from a backlog of reports received from over the 
weekend, and the low number of new cases reflect reduced testing due to the excessive heat. 


(U) Public Health is carefully monitoring data over the next couple of weeks to see the impact of the holiday weekend on 
the transmission of the virus across County communities and recommends testing for individuals possibly exposed to 
COVID-19. 


(U) If you were potentially exposed to COVID-19 over the holiday weekend, you are encouraged to get tested. For 
example, if you were in a crowded area this weekend and people were not wearing cloth face coverings, you should get 
tested. If you were around someone who was feeling sick, you should get tested. And if you were with someone who has 
tested positive for the virus, even if they never felt sick, you should get tested. Testing sites are open and appointments 
are available. 


(U) Just over two weeks after Independence Day, the County experienced increases in cases, hospitalizations and deaths. 
For example, the 7-day average of daily reported COVID-19 cases around July 4 was about 2,200 cases per day, but two 
weeks later the number of new cases increased to over 3,100. In July, the County saw the steepest increases in 
hospitalizations, where the average was over 2100 hospitalizations per day; the most significant peaks were two to 
three weeks after the July 4 holiday.

(U) Parents and guardians are urged to contact their child's primary care provider if they believe their child is displaying 
MIS-C symptoms, - inflamed body parts, including the heart, lungs, kidneys, brain, skin, eyes, or gastrointestinal organs. 
If they do not have a primary care provider, dial 2-1-1 and L.A. County will help connect them to one. 


(U) The County continues to see significant reductions in the number of people positive for COVID-19 that are 
hospitalized. Currently, there are 992 people who are confirmed cases currently hospitalized and 30% of these people 
are in the ICU. This is more than a 50% decrease from the over 2,000 COVID-19 patients hospitalized in early August. 


(U) Today, Public Health confirms 47 new deaths and 1,439 new cases of COVID-19. To date, Public Health has identified 
246,407 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County, and a total of 5,977 deaths. 


(U) Of the 47 new deaths reported today, 14 people that passed away (excluding Long Beach and Pasadena) were over 
the age of 80 years old, 16 people who died were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, 11 people who died were 
between the ages of 50 and 64 years old, and four people who died were between the ages of 30 and 49 years old. 
Twenty-nine people had underlying health conditions including nine people over the age of 80 years old, 10 people 
between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, six people between the ages of 50 and 64 years old, and four people between 
the ages of 30 and 49 years old. One death was reported by the City of Long Beach and one death was reported by the 
City of Pasadena.

(U) As 61 new deaths and 1,193 new cases of COVID-19 are reported, the Los Angeles County Department of Public 
Health (Public Health) highlights the importance of worker protections and reporting workplace outbreaks. Supporting 
worksites experiencing outbreaks are a crucial part of slowing the spread of COIVD-19 and protecting the health of 
communities. 


(U) In July, the County experienced sharp increases in cases, hospitalizations and deaths due to the reopening of many 
sectors and holiday-related activities. Not surprisingly, this led to increases in outbreaks at workplaces, which spiked the 
week of July 13, nine days after Independence Day on July 4. 


(U) People can pass this infection two days before having symptoms if they have symptoms at all. People that became 
infected with COVID-19 during this time likely and unknowingly exposed their coworkers when they went to work, which 
contributed to the spike in workplace outbreaks. Businesses must follow the critical infection control protocols in place 
to decrease the risk of transmission in their workplace. 


(U) To date, Public Health has identified 244,999 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County, and a total of 
5,932 deaths. 


(U) Ninety-two percent of the people who died from COVID-19 had underlying health conditions. Of those who died, 
information about race and ethnicity is available for 5,576 people (99 percent of the cases reported by Public Health); 
51% of deaths occurred among Latino/Latinx residents, 24% among White residents, 15% among Asian residents, 10% 
among African American/Black residents, less than 1% among Native Hawaiian/Pacific Islander residents and 1% among 
residents identifying with other races. Upon further investigation, 129 cases and seven deaths reported earlier were not 
LA County residents.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health), in consultation with the Board of Supervisors, 
has revised the Health Officer Order to allow for limited, on-campus operation for schools in L.A. County, as well as 
limited in-door operations of Hair Salons and Barbershops. 


(U) Beginning Monday, September 14, schools K-12 may offer in-school services for small cohorts of students with 
Individualized Education Plans (IEP), students requiring instruction for English as a Second Language (ESL) or students 
needing assessments or specialized in-school services, as long as the school is able to fully implement the Health 
Officer’s re-opening protocols. 


(U) Public Health will not be opening the waiver program for instruction of students in grades TK-6 as the department 
monitors the implementation of this effort to safely get students needing specialized in-school services back to school. 


(U) Hair salons and barbershops can re-open for indoor services at 25% occupancy provided they are in full compliance 
with the Health Officer’s protocols. The Order encourages these businesses to continue outdoor operations when 
possible, and to offer in-door operations for those services that cannot be provided outdoors.

Of the new cases reported today, 70% are 
of people under the age of 50 years old. Residents between the ages of 30 and 49 years old have the highest number of 
new cases among all age groups in LA County, 35% of new cases today.

(U) While optimistic about the current community transmission data we are seeing, the Los Angeles County Department 
of Public Health (Public Health) is preparing for a holiday weekend and warning the public to heed the lessons learned 
from the spike in cases, hospitalizations and deaths that occurred after the previous holidays. 


(U) Increases in cases and hospitalizations occurred within a few weeks of the Memorial Day and July 4th holidays. In 
order to continue our recovery journey, it’s important to utilize the tools that we have and adhere to physical distancing 
and infection control requirements that reduce the risk of transmission of COVID-19. 


(U) L.A. County has made encouraging progress in all the key indicators the past month. The percent of positive tests is a 
good indicator of how we are doing at slowing the spread of the virus. A month ago, on July 31, the 7-day test positivity 
rate was 8.6%. Today, the 7-day positivity rate is 4.7%, a decrease of 45% in one month. In that same period, the 
county’s daily hospitalizations decreased by 48%, from 2,220 on July 31 to 1,043 today. The 7-day average of new cases 
has also declined steadily over the past month. On July 31 the 7-day average of new cases was 2,883 and today that 
number is 1,309, a decrease of 55%. 


(U) Today, Public Health has confirmed 16 new deaths and 1,022 new cases of COVID-19. To date, Public Health has 
identified 241,768 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County, and a total of 5,784 deaths. Upon further 
investigation, three cases and one death reported earlier were not LA County residents. 


(U) Of the 16 new deaths reported today, eight people that passed away (excluding Long Beach and Pasadena) were 
over the age of 80 years old, two people who died were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, four people who died 
were between the ages of 50 and 64 years old, and two people who died were between the ages of 30 and 49 years old. 
Eleven people had underlying health conditions including seven people over the age of 80 years old, two people 
between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, one person between the ages of 50 and 64 years old, and one person between 
the ages of 30 and 49 years old. 


(U) Ninety-three percent of the people who died from COVID-19 had underlying health conditions. Of those who died, 
information about race and ethnicity is available for 5,443 people (99 percent of the cases reported by Public Health); 
51% of deaths occurred among Latino/Latinx residents, 24% among White residents, 15% among Asian residents, 10% 
among African American/Black residents, less than 1% among Native Hawaiian/Pacific Islander residents and 1% among 
residents identifying with other races. 


(U) On Friday, the state announced a new tiered framework to capture more easily the extent of community 
transmission in counties across the state and will use this tiered system to guide possible sector re-openings for each 
county to consider. However, the ultimate decisions about sector re-openings will remain under the purview of the local 
Health Officer Orders that are developed in consultation with our Board of Supervisors. LA County is currently in Tier 1, 
meaning that there continues to be widespread transmission of the virus in the county. The current number of new 
cases per day per 100,000 people is 13.1, nearly double the threshold for this tier which is less than 7 new cases per day 
per 100,000 population. And even though L.A. County’s current test positivity rate of 5% puts us in Tier 2 (Red) for this 
metric, when the two metrics fall in different tiers the state places counties in the most restrictive tier; hence, L.A. 
County, like most counties in California, has been placed in Tier 1. Our path forward for recovery depends on us being 
able to reduce community transmission significantly so children and teachers can get back to their classrooms and more 
people can get back to their jobs with as much safety as possible.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) is reporting three additional cases of 
multisystem inflammatory syndrome in children (MIS-C). This brings the total cases of MIS-C in L.A. County to 28 
children. 


(U) MIS-C affects children under 21 years old who may have been exposed to COVID-19 or had COVID-19. Different 
body parts can become inflamed, including the heart, lungs, kidneys, brain, skin, eyes, or gastrointestinal organs and 
there can be lifelong health impacts. 


(U) Twenty-eight percent of these cases were between the ages of 0 and 5 years old, 39% were between the ages of 
6 and 12 years old, and 32% were between the ages of 13 and 20 years old. The majority of cases (71%) were 
Latino/Latinx. 


(U) There continue to be no reports of deaths in children associated with MIS-C in L.A. County. If you believe your 
child may be displaying MIS-C symptoms, contact your primary care provider. If you do not have a primary care provider, 
dial 2-1-1 and LA County will help connect you to one. 


(U) Public Health advises physicians to consider for MIS-C in patient children under 21 years old and to notify the 
department immediately of any cases. 


(U) Earlier today, the State revised their recovery roadmap and created an updated Tier Framework that classifies 
each California County based on their daily case rate and positivity rate. L.A. County has been placed in Tier 1 (purple) 
based on our average daily case rate for the prior two weeks of 13.1 new cases per 100,000 residents. Tier 1 is 
characterized by widespread community transmission. Although the State today revised slightly the list of permitted 
activities in Tier 1 to allow for the re-opening of both hair salons for indoor services and indoor shopping centers for 
permitted retail establishments, the County Health Officer Order has not been changed to permit these re-openings. As 
such, since County orders may be more restrictive than State guidance, all current restrictions remain in place until the 
Los Angeles County Department of Public Health and the Board of Supervisors have an opportunity to review the 
suggested guidance from the State and take actions that are appropriate for our County. Today, Public Health has 
confirmed 31 new deaths and 1,509 new cases of COVID-19. Of the new cases reported by Public Health today 
(excluding Long Beach and Pasadena), more than 68% occurred in people 49 years old or younger. 


(U) To date, Public Health has identified 238,458 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County, and a 
total of 5,732 deaths.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 38 new deaths and 1,636 new 
cases of confirmed COVID-19. The number of new cases reported today include a backlog of 280 test results received 
from the State. 


(U) To date, Public Health identified 236,986 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County, and a total of 
5,701 deaths. Nearly 65% of all cases reported by Public Health have occurred among people 49 years old and younger. 


(U) There are 1,168 people with confirmed cases of COVID-19 currently hospitalized and 32% of these people are 
confirmed cases in the ICU. A month ago, the County was seeing over 2,000 daily hospitalizations regularly. 


(U) Public Health joins the many voices who are coming together in anger, frustration and protest against racism and 
violence. Public Health acknowledges the observance of the 50th Anniversary of the Chicano Moratorium, recognized as 
a national day of resistance against racism, sexism, imperialism, and fascism, with a focus this year on environmental 
and racial injustices. 


(U) There are many ways to observe the 50th Anniversary while avoiding gatherings and adhering to Public Health 
guidelines. However, for residents that plan on attending peaceful protests, please be aware of the elevated risks that 
come when people of different households gather during this pandemic, even when they are outdoors. Protests can 
inadvertently result in transmission of COVID-19, including from people who are asymptomatic and have no idea that 
they are positive for the virus. If you unknowingly become infected, you may infect other people in your life, including 
people who are older or who have underlying health conditions that put them at far greater risk of becoming seriously ill 
and dying from COVID-19. 


(U) If you plan to attend a protest, please follow these guidelines: 

e (U) Stay home if you are feeling sick. Seek medical attention as needed if you have symptoms for COVID-19, and 
be tested for the virus — testing is widely available across LA County. 

e (U) If you are not sick and plan to attend a peaceful protest, wear a face covering over both your nose and 
mouth at all times and keep your physical distance, staying more than 3 steps away from anyone who is not 
from your household. Consider wearing eye protection. Encourage other attendees to do the same. 

e (U) Keep your hands clean before, during, and after the protests. Bring hand sanitizer or frequently wash your 
hands. 

e (U) If you think you have been exposed to COVID-19 during a protest, it is very important that you quarantine for 
14 days and stay away from all other people, especially those at greater risk of becoming seriously ill from

(U//FOUO) COVID-19-related financial, logistical, and operational impacts on federal, state, and local public safety and 
land management agencies and initiatives are complicating wildland and local fire prevention and response efforts 
during the current 2020 fire year; these cumulative impacts are likely to extend into the 2021 fire year. State and local 
budget reallocations, deferred or discontinued preventative vegetation management work by government land 
management agencies and private landowners, and physical measures necessary to limit transmission and spread of 
COVID-19 are creating detrimental conditions for prevention, response, evacuation, and shelter needs. 


(U//FOUO) Fire forecasts, burn rates for the year, and active incidents indicate California is on track for one of its most 
active wildfire years, hampered by COVID-19-related postponement of prescribed burns, multi-agency wildfire drills and 
training, mitigation inspections, home hardening programs, and community awareness training. Drought; lightning 
strikes; human ignitors such as illegal fireworks, recreational/transient campfire escapes, and serial arsons; and renewed 
terrorist calls to use fire as a weapon present potential increases to fire risk.

Public Health Reports 58 New Deaths and 1,642 New Cases of Confirmed COVID-19 In Los Angeles County - School 
Waiver Process Not Opening at this Time, dated 26 August 2020. 


(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 58 new deaths and 1,642 new 
cases of confirmed COVID-19. To date, Public Health identified 235,386 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. 
County, and a total of 5,663 deaths. 


(U) The state is monitoring all counties to determine their progress in slowing the spread of COVID-19. L.A. County must 
stay below 100 cases per 100,000 people 14-day case rate thresholds for three consecutive days to be removed from the 
state’s COVID-19 county monitoring list. 


(U) Today, the 14-day case rate per 100,000 people for L.A. County is 198 cases per 100,000 residents, and we are 
grateful to see this number come down. We need to continue taking all the steps we have these past weeks so that 
community transmission rates are low enough for us to continue our recovery journey. 


(U) At this point, the school waiver process will not be reopening for applications. 


(U) Information regarding confirmed cases of COVID-19 among pregnant women is collected. To date, 1,200 pregnant 
women have tested positive for the virus and 79% of these women were symptomatic. Tragically, two women who were 
pregnant passed away from COVID-19. Among the 193 infants that were tested for COVID-19 at birth, eight tested 
positive for the virus and 185 tested negative. 


(U) Public Health continues to survey skilled nursing facilities in the County on their compliance with mandated COVID- 
19 testing and on COVID-19 cases and outbreaks. All 341 skilled nursing facilities responded and provided information 
about testing and new cases for the week of August 9. From August 9 through August 15, testing was completed for 
12,793 nursing home residents and for 21,581 staff. Out of the 341 facilities, 190 were classified as having an outbreak, 
and of these skilled nursing facilities 123 did not report any additional cases. One hundred and fifty-one facilities were 
classified as not having an outbreak, and 130 of these did not report any positive test results from this round of testing. 
The 21 skilled nursing facilities that reported one or more positive cases are required to test all their residents and staff 
to control any outbreak. 


(U) There are 1,186 confirmed cases currently hospitalized and 32% of these people are confirmed cases in the ICU. The 
number of daily hospitalizations continues to decrease. Daily hospitalizations peaked to 2,200 patients in mid-July. 


(U) Testing results are available for nearly 2,221,000 individuals with 10% of all people testing positive. Upon further 
investigation, 33 cases reported earlier were not L.A. County residents.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 51 new deaths and 989 
new cases of confirmed COVID-19. This is the first time the number of reported new cases has been under 
1,000 since the beginning of June. In mid to late July, the daily reported number of new cases was around 
3,200 cases per day. 


(U) To date, Public Health identified 233,777 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County, and a 
total of 5,605 deaths. 


(U) The state is monitoring all counties on six indicators to determine their progress in slowing the spread of 
COVID-19. These indicators include testing capacity, how much transmission of the virus is happening in the 
community, how many people are currently hospitalized for COVID-19, and the capacity of hospitals to care 
for people with COVID-19 with adequate numbers of available Intensive Care Unit beds and ventilators. LA 
County is meeting five of the state’s six indicators, only missing the mark on the threshold of having less than 
100 cases per 100,000 residents. As of today, August 25, the case rate per 100,000 people is 196 cases per 
100,000 residents. 


(U) The Governor allowed local health officers the discretion to grant waivers to school districts and private 
schools that would permit schools to reopen for in-classroom instruction for students in grades TK through 
grade 6 once case rates were under 200 per 100,000 people. 


(U) It is too early to tell if the County’s 14-day case rate will remain below 200, especially given cases reported 
on Monday and Tuesday are typically lower than other days of the week. Public Health will continue to 
monitor the case rate reported by the State. 


(U) Public Health is working to assess the new guidance issued today by the State to determine what 
additional adjustments may be needed before opening up the waiver process. 


(U) Of the 51 new deaths reported today, 19 people that passed away (excluding Long Beach and Pasadena) 
were over the age of 80 years old, 13 people who died were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, nine 
people who died were between the ages of 50 and 64 years old, two people who died were between the ages 
of 30 and 49 years old, and one person who died was between the ages of 18 and 29 years old. Thirty-seven 


people had underlying health conditions including 13 people over the age of 80 years old, 14 people between 
the ages of 65 and 79 years old, eight people between the ages of 50 and 64 years old, and two people 
between the ages of 30 and 49 years old. 


(U) Ninety-two percent of the people who died from COVID-19 had underlying health conditions. Of those 
who died, information about race and ethnicity is available for 5,277 people (99 percent of the cases reported 
by Public Health); 50% of deaths occurred among Latino/Latinx residents, 24% among White residents, 15% 
among Asian residents, 10% among African American/Black residents, less than 1% among Native 
Hawaiian/Pacific Islander residents and 1% among residents identifying with other races. Upon further 
investigation, 105 cases and four deaths reported earlier were not L.A. County residents.

Public Health Sees Increase in MIS-C Cases in L.A. County Children and 46 New Deaths and 1,759 New Cases of 
Confirmed COVID-19 in Los Angeles County, dated 21 August 2020. 


(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) is reporting nine additional cases of multisystem 
inflammatory syndrome in children (MIS-C). This brings the total cases of MIS-C in L.A. County to 25 children. 


(U) Twenty-eight percent of these cases were between the ages of 0 and 5 years old, 44% were between the ages of 6 
and 12 years old, and 28% were between the ages of 13 and 20 years old. The majority of cases (68%) were 
Latino/Latinx. 


(U) No children with MIS-C in L.A. County have died. 


(U) MIS-C is a condition that affects children under 21 years old across the country who may have been exposed to 
COVID-19 or had COVID-19. Different body parts can become inflamed, including the heart, lungs, kidneys, brain, skin, 
eyes, or gastrointestinal organs and there can be lifelong health impacts. 


(U) Public Health advises physicians to consider for MIS-C in patient children under 21 years old and to notify the 
department immediately of any cases.

(U) To date, the Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has identified 227,346 positive cases of 
COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County, and a total of 5,446 deaths. 


(U) Ninety-two percent of the people who died from COVID-19 had underlying health conditions. Hypertension and 
diabetes are the most common underlying health conditions among people who died from COVID-19; neurologic 
conditions and cardiovascular disease is also common. Nearly 3,000 people had hypertension, more than 2,000 people 
had diabetes, 1,300 people had neurologic conditions, and 1,300 people had cardiovascular disease. Please note, each 
person may have multiple conditions. Although people over 65 years old make up the largest portion of people who died 
with underlying health conditions, younger people with underlying health conditions become seriously ill and die from 
the virus as well.

At approximately 1100 local time, authorities arrested Taniel Cole following a pursuit in the state of Mississippi, along 
the Alabama border. 


Earlier, Cole shot an unidentified man at Ochsner LSU Health Shreveport — St. Mary Medical Center. Cole fled the 
location and carjacked a woman arriving for work at a nearby business. It is unclear how far they traveled, but Cole 
eventually exited her vehicle; the victim was uninjured.

Cases of Confirmed COVID-19 in Los Angeles County, dated 5 August 2020. 


(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 68 new deaths and 2,347 new 
cases of COVID-19. Residents between the ages of 18 and 49 years old make up nearly 60% of new COVID-19 cases, with 
residents between the ages of 30 to 49 years old driving most of these reported cases. 


(U) Residents between the ages of 30 and 49 years old have the highest case rate among all age groups in LA County. 
Since the beginning of June, case rates for this group nearly tripled to a high of 1,122 cases per 100,000 population on 
July 24. Younger residents are also being hospitalized more than before. People between the ages of 30 and 49 years old 
account for 25% of hospitalized patients in the County. Patients between the ages of 18 and 29 years old now account 
for more than twice the proportion of all hospitalizations than they did in April. These patients now match the 
hospitalization rate of people aged 80 years old or older. By comparison, hospitalizations of those 80 years old or older 
have fallen by half since a peak in April. 


(U) There are 1,768 confirmed cases currently hospitalized and 31% of these people are confirmed cases in the ICU. This 
continues to be lower than the daily hospitalizations of over 2,000 patients reported last week. 


(U) Public Health anticipates receiving a backlog of cases once the State electronic laboratory system issues are fixed. 

This issue has undercounted the County's positive cases and affects the number of COVID-19 cases reported each day 
and our contact tracing efforts.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 57 new deaths and 
1,901 new cases of COVID-19. 


(U) The State has determined under reporting of COVID-19 cases due to technology issues with the electronic 
laboratory system (ELR). Public Health learned of new issues with the State ELR feed on an emergency call 
convened by the State last night. This issue has undercounted the County's positive cases and affects the 
number of COVID-19 cases reported each day and our contact tracing efforts. However, there should not be 
delays in patients being notified of lab results, as laboratories continue to report tests results directly to 
providers and hospitals. 


(U) The department has implemented an independent strategy to obtain accurate data and a team from the 
department is now working urgently to reach out to at least 81 labs to obtain all COVID-19 test results from 
July 26 to the present to determine the accurate positive case count in Los Angeles County for the time period 
in question.

(U) The JRIC is forwarding the following Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (LACODPH) News 
Release: Public Health Announces $15 Million Allocated to Childcare for Essential Workers and Low-Income 
Families - 91 New Deaths and 4,825 New Cases of Confirmed COVID-19 in Los Angeles County, High Number 
of New Deaths and New Cases of COVID-19 Partly Due to Backlog of Reports, dated 29 July 2020. 


(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 91 new deaths and 
4,825 new cases of COVID-19. The high number of new deaths are from a backlog of reports received from 
over the weekend. The high number of new cases are, in part, due to a backlog of over 2,000 results received 
from Thursday through Sunday. 


(U) There are 2,045 confirmed cases currently hospitalized and 28% of these people are confirmed cases in the 
ICU. There are a total of 2,599 confirmed and suspect cases that are currently hospitalized and 17% of these 
people are on ventilators. The hospitalization data is missing data from three hospitals not included in today's 
update. 


(U) Public Health is pleased to announce that the Board of Supervisors allocated $15 million in CARES Act 
funding for childcare vouchers to serve essential workers and low-income families in the County. Families 
seeking early care and education services may access vouchers by calling 888-92-CHILD (888-922-4453). 
Eligibility for these vouchers is set by the state. 


(U) Public Health is reporting one additional case of multisystem inflammatory syndrome in children (MIS-C). 
This brings the total cases of MIS-C in LA County to 16 children. Ten of these cases are among girls. The 
majority of cases (73%) were Latino/Latinx. No children with MIS-C in LA County have died. MIS-C is a 
condition that has been affecting children under 21 years old across the country who may have been exposed 
to COVID-19 or had COVID-19. Different body parts can become inflamed, including the heart, lungs, kidneys, 
brain, skin, eyes, or gastrointestinal organs and there can be lifelong health impacts. 


(U) To date, Public Health has identified 183,383 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of L.A. County, 
and a total of 4,516 deaths. Public Health anticipates continuing to receive a backlog of lab reports in the 
coming days due to problems with the state electronic lab reporting system. Testing results are available for 
nearly 1,683,000 individuals with 10% of all people testing positive. 


(U) Of the 91 new deaths reported today, 31 people that passed away (excluding Long Beach and Pasadena) 
were over the age of 80 years old, 27 people who died were between the ages of 65 and 79 years old, 17 
people who died were between the ages of 50 and 64 years old, seven people who died were between the 
ages of 30 and 49 years old, and three people who died were between the ages of 18 and 29. Seventy-two 
people had underlying health conditions including 28 people over the age of 80 years old, 22 people between 
the ages of 65 and 79 years old, 14 people between the ages of 50 and 64 years old, six people between the 
ages of 30 and 49 years old, and two between the ages of 18 and 29 years old. Five deaths were reported by 
the City of Long Beach and one death was reported by the City of Pasadena. Upon further investigation, 84 
cases and one death reported earlier were not LA County residents.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) is reporting continued increases in 
cases and hospitalizations. Today, the department is announcing 2,779 new cases of 2019 Novel Coronavirus 
(COVID-19). This is the third consecutive day of new cases over 2,100. 


(U) There are 1,783 people currently hospitalized, 26% of these people are confirmed cases in the ICU and 18% 
are confirmed cases on ventilators. This is significantly higher than the 1,350 to 1,450 daily hospitalizations 
seen in recent weeks. 


(U) Today, Public Health has confirmed 45 new deaths and 2,779 new cases of 2019 Novel Coronavirus 
(COVID-19). Twenty-nine people who died were over the age of 65 years old and 11 people who died were 
between the ages of 41 and 65 years old. Thirty-one people had underlying health conditions including 25 
people over the age of 65 years old and six people between the ages of 41 to 65 years old. Five deaths were 
reported by the City of Long Beach. 


(U) To date, Public Health has identified 103,529 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of LA County, and 
a total of 3,369 deaths. Ninety-three percent of people who died had underlying health conditions. Of those 
who died, information about race and ethnicity is available for 3,130 people (99 percent of the cases reported 
by Public Health); 43% of deaths occurred among Latino/Latinx residents, 27% among White residents, 17% 
among Asian residents, 11% among African American/Black residents, less than 1% among Native 
Hawaiian/Pacific Islander residents and 1% among residents identifying with other races. Upon further 
investigation, 22 cases and two deaths reported earlier were not LA County residents. Testing results are 
available for nearly 1,107,000 individuals, with 9% of people testing positive.

All public beaches, 
piers, public beach parking lots, beach bike paths that traverse that sanded portion of the beach, and beach 
access points will be temporarily closed to the public. The Order also prohibits fireworks displays.

INCIDENT DETAILS 


On 6 June at approximately 1330 PT, Santa Cruz County deputies responded to 
the area of Jamison Creek Road in Ben Lomond, an unincorporated area in Santa 
Cruz County, after receiving a call about a suspicious van with possible guns and 
bomb-making devices inside the vehicle. 


Deputies located and followed the van to a residence. As the van pulled into a 
driveway, deputies approached and were ambushed with gunfire from what was 
described as an assault rifle, and improvised incendiary explosives thrown at 
them. Santa Cruz County Sergeant Damon Gutzwiller, 38, died from gunshot 
wounds. A second Santa Cruz deputy and a CHP officer were wounded and 
hospitalized; they are expected to recover. 


Shortly thereafter, authorities were notified of a nearby carjacking, and shot and 
arrested the suspect, Steven Carrillo, 32, an active duty US Air Force Sergeant 
based out of Travis Air Force Base in Fairfield. Travis Air Force Base officials said 
Carrillo arrived at the base in June 2018 and was a member of the 60" Security 
Forces Squadron.

(U) The Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (Public Health) has confirmed 60 new deaths and 
1,202 new cases of 2019 Novel Coronavirus (COVID-19). Forty people who died were over the age of 65 years 
old; 17 people who died were between the ages of 41 and 65 years old, and one person who died was 
between the ages of 18 and 40 years old. Forty-five people had underlying health conditions including 31 
people over the age of 65 years old, 13 people between the ages of 41 to 65 years old, and one person 
between the ages of 18 and 40 years old. Two deaths were reported by the City of Long Beach. 


(U) To date, Public Health has identified 57,118 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of LA County, and a 
total of 2,443 deaths. Ninety-three percent of people who died had underlying health conditions. Of those 
who died, information about race and ethnicity is available for 2,258 people (99 percent of the cases reported 
by Public Health) 41% of deaths occurred among Latino/Latinx residents, 28% among White residents, 17% 
among Asian residents, 12% among African American residents, 1% among Native Hawaiian/Pacific Islander 
residents and 1% among residents identifying with other races.

Good morning, 


On 1 June, at approximately 2330 locally a suspect fired at Las Vegas Metropolitan Police Department (LVMPD) officers 
who were attempting to disperse a crowd and gravely wounded one officer. The officers were taking rocks and bottles 
when the shot was fired, the unnamed officer was shot in the head. The suspect was taken into custody by LVMPD 
SWAT and K9 officers; the officer remains on life support. 


On 1 June, at approximately 2322 locally, a heavily armed suspect confronted LVMPD and federal officers who were 
deployed outside the Lloyd D. George U.S. Courthouse to protect the building from protestors. Officers engaged the 
suspect, who appeared to be wearing body armor, fatally wounding him. 


On 1 June, four St. Louis Police Department officers were shot during protests. The police chief stated that the suspect 
fired at officers who were standing on a police line. The officers were reportedly shot in the extremities and are 
expected to survive. The city experienced heavy gunfire during the night. 


On 1 June, two officers in Buffalo, New York were seriously injured when they were struck by a vehicle. Although the 
details are unclear, it appears two shooting victims were inside the vehicle when the driver drove through a police 
scrimmage line. Both occupants of the vehicle were transported for their injuries; the driver was arrested. The injured 
officers, which included a New York State Police trooper and a Buffalo Police officer, both suffered serious injuries and 
are in stable condition.

Thirty-three people who died were over the age of 65 years old; 13 people who died were 
between the ages of 41 and 65 years old, and four people who died were between the ages of 18 and 40 years 
old. Forty people had underlying health conditions including 30 people over the age of 65 years old, seven 
people between the ages of 41 to 65 years old, and three people between the ages of 18 and 40 years old. 


(U) To date, Public Health has identified 51,562 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of LA County, and a 
total of 2,290 deaths. Ninety-three percent of people who died had underlying health conditions. Of those 
who died, information about race and ethnicity is available for 2,112 people (99 percent of the cases reported 
by Public Health) 40% of deaths occurred among Latino/Latinx residents, 29% among White residents, 17% 
among Asian residents, 12% among African American residents, 1% among Native Hawaiian/Pacific Islander 
residents and 1% among residents identifying with other races.

Paycheck Protection Program (PPP) loans, siphoning critical financial support from US small businesses. IBOCSs 
have defrauded US government relief programs and manipulated tax documents since at least 2015 to reduce 
tax liability and conceal money laundering activities, as well as have access to companies and agents, which 
are necessary to process PPP loan applications. IBOCSs’ traditional trade-based money laundering schemes 
were disrupted by the shutdown of business in response to COVID-19, impacting revenue and leading IBOCSs 
to seek alternative income streams. The FBI assumes IBOCSs view access to federal COVID-19 relief aid worth 
the risk of exposure to law enforcement scrutiny.

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INCIDENT DETAILS 


On 20 May at 1925 MST, Armando Hernandez Jr., 20, walked into the Westgate 
Entertainment District, an open air shopping complex in Glendale, Arizona, and 
shot at customers, wounding three, one critically. 


Glendale Police officers responded and took Hernandez into custody without 
incident. Before determining Hernandez acted alone, police searched the area for 
additional suspects while customers and area residents sheltered in place. Police 
and federal agents also searched a residence believed to be Hernandez’s home. 


Prior to the shooting, Hernandez reportedly uploaded a Snapchat video and 
claimed to be “the shooter of Westgate 2020”. The video shows Hernandez, 
armed with an assault-type rifle, live-streaming portions of the shooting. 


Hernandez was booked for assault with a deadly weapon, recklessly damaging 
property, discharging a firearm in city limits, and disorderly conduct with a 
weapon. 


Authorities have not announced a motive.

Good morning, 


At approximately 0835 local time (0035 PDT), Kent police officers responded to reports of an alleged shooter seen on 
the balcony of an apartment, near the Dockside Shopping Center, Chatham, UK. 


Reports indicate the suspect fired randomly with “imitation guns” from a balcony near the top of the building, which has 
approximately 30 floors. The suspect live streamed the incident on Instagram, and posted a series of clips of him 
displaying an arsenal of imitation weapons. No injuries have been reported. 

Police arrested the suspect without incident. 


No motive has been announced. JRIC has no information to suggest a nexus to terrorism or its six-county AOR.

Thirty-three people who died were over the age of 65; four people who died were between the ages of 41 to 
65 years old, and two people who died were between the ages of 18 to 40 years old. Thirty-one people had 
underlying health conditions including 27 people over the age of 65, three people between the ages of 41 to 
65 years old and one person between the ages of 18 to 40 years old. Five deaths were reported by the City of 
Pasadena and two deaths were reported by the City of Long Beach. 


(U) To date, Public Health has identified 15,140 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of LA County, and a 
total of 663 deaths. Eighty-nine percent of people who died had underlying health conditions. Of those who 
died, information about race and ethnicity is available for 582 people (95 percent of the cases); 36% of deaths 
occurred among Latinx residents, 28% among White residents, 18% among Asian residents, 16% among 
African American residents, and 3% among residents identifying with other races. Upon further investigation, 
76 cases reported earlier were not LA County residents. As of today, 3,639 people who tested positive for 
COVID-19 (24% of positive cases) have been hospitalized at some point during their illness. Testing capacity 
continues to increase in LA County, with testing results available for over 89,000 individuals and 14% of people 
testing positive.

(U) On 18 April at approximately 2230 ADT, the Royal Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP) responded to an 
emergency call at a residence in Portapique, and discovered multiple casualties in and around the residence. 
The suspect, identified as Gabriel Wortman, 51, fled the scene disguised as a police officer and drove a car 
resembling a police vehicle. 


(U) On 19 April, authorities located and fatally shot Wortman after he killed at least 18 people, including an ex- 
girlfriend, and RCMP Constable Heidi Stevenson, during a 12-hour overnight “shooting rampage” involving 
multiple locations beginning in Portapique and ending in Enfield. Authorities announced some of the victims 
did not appear to be linked to Wortman. 


(U) The RCMP Commissioner stated there appeared to be an initial motivation that transitioned into 
randomness, and believes terrorism was not a factor. Authorities have not released details on the initial 
motive.

(U) The LACoDPH confirmed 25 new deaths and 239 new cases of 2019 Novel Coronavirus (COVID-19). This is 
the smallest increase in new cases since March 26*. Over the last 48 hours, there have been 562 new cases. 
Eleven people who died were over the age of 65 and 12 people who died were between the ages of 41 to 65 
years old. Twenty-two people had underlying health conditions; one person between the ages of 41 to 65 had 
no reported underlying health conditions. Two deaths were reported by the City of Long Beach. 


(U) To date, LaCoDPH has identified 9,420 positive cases of COVID-19 across all areas of LA County, and a total 
of 320 deaths. Eighty-five percent of people who died had underlying health conditions. Of those who died, 
information about race and ethnicity is available for 262 people (82 percent of the cases); 33% of deaths 
occurred among Latino residents, 33% among White residents, 18% among Asian residents, 14% among 
African American residents, and 2% among residents identifying with other races. Upon further investigation, 
11 cases and one death reported earlier were not LA County residents. As of today, 2,354 people who tested 
positive for COVID-19 (25% of positive cases) have been hospitalized at some point during their illness. Testing 
capacity continues to increase in LA County, with testing results available for almost 52,000 individuals and 
13% of people testing positive. 


(U) Healthcare workers risk their lives every day during the COVID-19 pandemic to save others. Public Health 
has confirmed three people that died from COVID-19 worked in a healthcare setting and 787 confirmed cases 
of COVID-19 have occurred among healthcare workers. One-third of these cases are among nurses and 9% 
among physicians. About 60% of these cases do not know or did not report how they were exposed. However, 
24% of workers in these categories reported that they were exposed to COVID-19 through contact with a 
patient or another healthcare worker. Healthcare workers who are positive worked at 22 different settings 
across the County; 43% worked in hospitals, 19% worked in skilled nursing or assisted living facilities and 12% 
worked in outpatient settings. 


(U) The current LACoDPH Health Officer Orders extends the previous Health Officer Order through May 15 
that closed beaches, trails and trailheads, and non-essential businesses, and prohibited all public and private 


gatherings of any number of people occurring outside a single household or living unit. The enhanced Order 
now requires essential businesses to provide a cloth face covering for all employees to wear while performing 
duties that involve contact with other employees and or the public and to post physical distancing plans. The 
public is also required to wear a face covering to enter essential businesses. The new measures for essential 
businesses go into effect at midnight on April 15.

e (U) We touch our face less when our face is covered. Touching your face after touching something 
contaminated with COVID-19 increases your chances of getting sick with COVID-19. 


(U) How well do cloth face coverings work to prevent the spread of COVID-19? 

e (U) There is limited evidence to suggest that the use of cloth face coverings by the public during a 
pandemic could help reduce disease transmission. Their primary role is to reduce the release of 
infectious particles into the air when someone speaks, coughs, or sneezes, including someone who has 
COVID-19 but feels well. Cloth face coverings are not a substitute for physical distancing and washing 
hands and staying home when ill, but they may be helpful when combined with these primary 
interventions.

(U) The LACoDPH has confirmed 11 new deaths and 521 new cases of 2019 Novel Coronavirus (COVID- 19). 
Seven of the 11 deaths reported today occurred in people over the age of 65, three people were between 41- 
65 years old, and one person was between 18 to 40 years old. All reported underlying health conditions except 
for one individual between 41- 65 years old. Additional information regarding some of the new cases is 
pending further investigation. Over the last 48 hours, there have been 1055 new cases. 


(U) To date, Public Health has identified 4566 cases across all areas of LA County, including 89 deaths. As of 
today, 1018 people who tested positive for COVID-19 (22% of positive cases) have been hospitalized at some 
point during their illness.

(U) EMS clinicians who will directly care for a patient with possible COVID-19 infection or who will be in the 
compartment with the patient should follow Standard, Contact, and Droplet Precautions as indicated below: 


(U) Disposable patient examination gloves 

(U) Isolation gown (if there are shortages of gowns, they should be prioritized for aerosol-generating 
procedures, care activities where splashes and sprays are anticipated, and high-contact patient care 
activities that provide opportunities for transfer of pathogens to the hands and clothing of EMS 
clinicians (e.g., moving patient onto a stretcher). 

(U) Surgical mask 

(U) Eye protection (i.e., goggles or disposable face shield that fully covers the front and sides of the 
face). 


(U) Protection in the vehicle 


(U) When possible, use vehicles that have isolated driver and patient compartments that can provide 
separate ventilation to each area. 


e (U) If using a vehicle without an isolated driver compartment and ventilation, open the outside air 
vents in the driver area and turn on the rear exhaust ventilation fans to the highest setting in order to 
create a negative pressure gradient in the patient area. 

e (U) If drivers will be involved in patient contact (e.g., moving patients onto stretchers), they should 
wear all recommended PPE listed above. 

e (U) After completing patient care and before entering an isolated driver’s compartment, the driver 
should remove and dispose of PPE and perform hand hygiene to avoid soiling the compartment. If the 
transport vehicle does not have an isolated driver’s compartment, the driver should continue to wear a 
mask during transport.

(U) The IACP provided additional guidance to law enforcement partners required to respond to calls for 
service related to public health orders, mandatory quarantines, and the protection of medical resources. This 
information is meant to help police departments better understand their authority in such situations, along 
with methods to reduce risk and exposure. 


(U) The LACoDPH recommends law enforcement follow the below guidelines to protect from exposure: 

e (U) Wash your hands often with soap and water for at least 20 seconds, especially after going to the 
bathroom; before eating; and after blowing your nose, coughing, or sneezing. 

e (U)If soap and water are not readily available, use an alcohol-based hand sanitizer with at least 60% 
alcohol. Always wash hands with soap and water if hands are visibly dirty. 

e (U) Avoid touching your eyes, nose, and mouth with unwashed hands. 

e (U) Clean and disinfect frequently touched objects and surfaces using a regular household cleaning 
spray or wipe. 

e (U) Cover your cough or sneeze with a tissue, then throw the tissue in the trash. If you do not have a 
tissue, use your sleeve (not your hands). 

e (U) Geta flu shot to prevent influenza if you have not done so this season. 

e (U) Stay at least 6 feet away from others as much as possible. 

e (U) Learn your employer’s plan for exposure control and participate in all-hands training on the use of 
Protective Personal Equipment (PPE) for respiratory protection, if available. 


(U) COVID-19 is rapidly evolving, therefore public safety and first responders are encouraged to check the 
Department of Public Health and CDC websites for current information. 


(U) The JRIC reminds partners that the attached products contain mitigation strategies only; first responders 
should be guided by their agency’s policies for responding to a public health emergency.

(U//FOUO) On 19 March 2020, the Islamic State of Iraq in ash-Sham urged followers in countries affected by 
the COVID-19 pandemic to conduct attacks, noting that first responder agencies are “stretched to the 
maximum” by personnel and resource shortages. The JRIC is not aware of any current, credible threats to the 
six-county area of responsibility (AOR) related to the recent ISIS call for violence; however, lone offender 
attacks are difficult to detect and deter. 


(U//FOUO) ISIS regularly includes COVID-19 updates in its weekly Arabic-language newsletter, al-Naba. 
Messaging has evolved from rhetorical observations to calls for violence. The 19 March article urged 
supporters to attack the healthcare sector in the West, and kill non-Muslims. Stay-home orders in many 
places have eliminated crowds and reduced targets of opportunity; unless conducted in a crowded place 
such as a hospital, homegrown violent extremist (HVE) attacks are unlikely to produce significant fatalities, 
but will divert law enforcement and healthcare resources, and possibly impact critical infrastructure.

New anti-malarial drugs and mask cleaning methods were approved in order to combat 
COVID-19 in the US. The FBI warns of new video teleconference hacks as businesses and schools increasingly 
turn to online solutions for meetings.

If these reactions begin to interfere with your daily functioning, 
consider talking to a mental health provider. The IAFF describes some of these reactions as: 


e (U) Worrying about your own health status. 

e (U) Worrying about the health status of your loved ones. 

e (U) Sleeping too much or not enough. 

e (U) Changes in appetite. 

e (U) Inability to fall asleep or stay asleep. 

e (U) Difficulty concentrating due to persistent worry. 

e (U) Worsening of other chronic health problems. 

e (U) Increased time or energy devoted to monitoring physical symptoms. 

e (U) Seeking reassurance from family, friends, and doctors. 

e (U) Increased use of substances to help relax (alcohol, tobacco, drugs, or food). 


(U) Family members of law enforcement officers reporting for duty may experience fear and distress that their 
officer may be exposed to the virus because of their profession. Family members may also be distressed at 
having their officer away from home for prolonged periods of time. IACC recommends law enforcement 
officers do the following: 


e (U) Establish a clear path of regular and frequent communication to law enforcement families, such as 
an email list, dedicated social media account, or online group. 

e (U) Share proactive steps and safety protocols being taken to ensure the health and well-being of 
officers and their families, including information on healthcare, mental wellness, and/or Employee 
Assistance Programs. 

e (U) Engage with family or spousal support groups to disseminate official agency messaging to family 
members.

SAFER AT HOME ORDER FOR CONTROL OF COVID-19 
Temporary Prohibition of Events and Gatherings of 10 Persons or More 
Closure of Non-Essential Businesses and Areas 
Date Order Issued: March 19, 2020 


Please read this Order carefully. Violation of or failure to comply with this Order is a crime 
punishable by fine, imprisonment, or both. (California Health and Safety Code § 120295; 
Los Angeles County Code § 11.02.080.) 


SUMMARY OF THE ORDER: This Health Officer Order amends and supplements the Order of the 
County of Los Angeles Health Officer (Health Officer) issued on March 16, 2020, to control the 
spread of the Novel Coronavirus (COVID-19) within the County of Los Angeles. The purpose of 
this Order is to further restrict and limit the gathering of persons and require the closure of malls, 
shopping centers, children's playgrounds, and non-essential retail businesses in an effort to stem 
or slow the spread of COVID-19 within the greater Los Angeles community. 


Because of the continued rapid spread of COVID-19 and the need to protect the most vulnerable 
members of our community, this Order prohibits all indoor public and private gatherings and all 
outdoor public and private events within a confined space, where at least 10 people are expected 
to be in attendance at the same time. This Order applies within the County of Los Angeles Public 
Health Jurisdiction, beginning at 11:59 p.m. on March 19, 2020 and continues through April 19, 
2020, subject to the terms and conditions more particularly set forth below. 


For all gatherings that are not prohibited and for all Essential Businesses, the Health Officer orders 
those persons attending an event or gathering and the venues holding the event or gathering 
implement the following infection control precautions: (1) practice social distancing within the 
confined space by requiring attendees to be separated by six (6) feet, to the extent feasible; (2) 
provide access to hand washing facilities with soap and water or hand sanitizer that contains at 
least 60 percent alcohol; (3) post a sign in a conspicuous place at the public entry to the venue 
instructing members of the public to not attend if they are experiencing symptoms of respiratory 
illness, including fever or cough; and (4) adhere to communicable disease control recommendations 
provided by the Los Angeles County Department of Public Health. As a point of clarity, this Order 
does not prohibit any individual or family from outdoor activities such as hiking, walking, shopping at 
Essential Businesses, including grocery stores and restaurants offering delivery, drive thru or 
carry out service, so long as all persons practice social distancing to the extent practicable. 


Further, this Health Officer Order, requires all indoor malls, shopping centers, playgrounds and non- 
essential businesses to close. This Order applies to all cities in Los Angeles County except the 
cities of Pasadena and Long Beach. This Order does not supersede any stricter limitation imposed 
by a local public entity. 


The County Health Officer will continue to monitor the rate of COVID-19 disease spread, State and 
CDC recommendations, and the impact of the required measures, and as needed, may revisit, 
extend, expand, or otherwise modify this Order to protect the public's health. 


UNDER THE AUTHORITY OF THE CALIFORNIA HEALTH AND SAFETY CODE SECTIONS 101040, 
101085, AND 120175, THE COUNTY OF LOS ANGELES HEALTH OFFICER ORDERS: 


1. Effective 11:59 p.m. on March 19, 2020 and continuing through April 19, 2020, all public and 
private group events and gatherings, as defined below, of 10 or more people are prohibited 
anywhere within the Los Angeles County Public Health Jurisdiction.

For public and private gatherings attended by between 2-9 persons, held in a confined or 
enclosed space, and not prohibited by this Order, the organizer or the owner, manager, or 
operator of the venue holding the gathering shall: 

a. Enforce social distancing measures by requiring attendees who remain at the event or 
gathering for over 5 minutes to be separated by at least six (6) feet from other attendees 
during the entirety of the event or gathering. Persons who attend the event or gathering as 
a group, e.g., a group of family members or household contacts, may sit or remain 

, but groups of attendees must be separated by a distance of at least six (6) feet. 


b. Provide access to hand washing facilities with soap and water or with hand sanitizer that 
contains at least 60 percent alcohol. 


c. Post a sign in a conspicuous place at all public entries to the venue that instructs 
members of the public to not enter or attend if they are experiencing symptoms of 
respiratory iliness, including fever or cough. 

d. Adhere to communicable disease control recommendations provided by the Los Angeles 
County Department of Public Health, including guidance for cleaning and disinfecting the 
site. See guidance posted at www.publichealth,lacounty.gov/media/Coronavirus/. 


The Health Officer orders the immediate closure of the following types of commercial properties 
and businesses: 


a. Non-Essential Retail Businesses. 


b. Indoor Malls and Indoor Shopping Centers, including all stores therein regardless whether 
they are Essential or Non-Essential Retail Businesses. As an exception, Essential 
Businesses that are part of an Indoor Mall or Indoor Shopping Center, that are accessible 
to the public from the exterior of the Indoor Mall or Shopping Center may remain open. 
The interior of the Indoor Mall or Indoor Shopping Center shall remain closed to the public. 


c. Owners and operators of Outdoor Malls and Shopping Centers shall enforce social 
distancing measures among their visitors as provided in Section 2 a-d. 

d. Indoor or Outdoor Playgrounds for Children, except for those located within childcare 
centers. 


This Order does not supersede any stricter limitation imposed by a local public entity within the 
Los Angeles County Public Health Jurisdiction, 


This Order shall be exempt, for a 24-hour period following the effective date above, to allow 
employees and business owners to access to their workplaces to gather belongings, so long as 
social distancing requirements are followed. Such workplaces shall remain closed to the public in 
accordance with this Order.

This Order is based upon scientific evidence and best practices, as currently known and 
available, to protect members of the public from avoidable risk of serious illness and death 
resulting from the spread of COVID-19, as well as to protect the healthcare system from a surge 
of cases into its emergency rooms and hospitals. The Order supports the CDC's efforts to 
institute more stringent and necessary social distancing measures to reduce community 
transmission of COVID-19. 


- Existing community transmission of COVID-19 in Los Angeles County presents a substantial and 


significant risk of harm to the health of residents. Currently, there is no vaccine available to 
protect against and no specific treatment for COVID-19. As of March 19, 2020, there have been 
at least 231 cases of COVID-19 and 2 deaths reported in Los Angeles County. There remains a 
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strong likelihood of a significant and increasing number of suspected cases of community 
transmission, ' 


8. The virus that causes COVID-19 can be spread easily through person-to-person contact. This 
risk of transmission is increased when people are in close proximity. All gatherings pose an 
increased risk for community transmission of COVID-19 and thus, are a substantial risk to public 
health. As such, places where people gather, such as Indoor and Outdoor Malls, Shopping 
Centers, Children's Playgrounds, and Non-Essential Retail Businesses, provide significant 
opportunities for patrons or groups of patrons to have close contact with each other. Thus, the 
reasons that persons gathering at these locations are likely to exacerbate the spread of COVID- 
19 include, without limitation: (a) that these gatherings and businesses will attract people from 
throughout the county when there is widespread COVID-19 community transmission, (b) the 
prolonged time period during which many people are in close proximity at these locations, (c) the 
difficulty in tracing and controlling additional exposures when large numbers of people visit a 
Mall, Shopping Center, Playground or Non-Essential Retail Business, and (d) the visitor may be 
unknowingly infected with COVID-19 and may not follow adequate hygienic and social distancing 
practices. 


9. In the absence of a specific immunization or treatment for COVID-19, social distancing is the 
only and most readily available tool to prevent this disease. Increasing social distancing and 
limiting events and gatherings slow transmission of communicable diseases. Accordingly, to 
reduce the community transmission of COVID-19, the Health Officer has ordered the temporary 
prohibition of all Events and Gatherings, as defined in Section 10, the closure of Indoor Malls and 
Shopping Centers as defined in Section 11, and is also requiring the closure of certain 
businesses, as described in Section 12.

10. For purposes of this Order, Events and Gatherings are any gathering, assembly, event, or 
convening that brings together or is likely to bring together 10 or more persons at the same time 
in an indoor or outdoor confined or enclosed space for greater than 5 minutes, oS aaia 
including a business, cultural, athletic, entertainment, social, or other special event 


11. For purposes of this Order, Indoor Malis and Shopping Centers are defined for as either: 
A building with seven (7) or more “sales or retail establishments" or 


A series of buildings on a common site, either under common ownership or common contro! 
or developed together, with seven (7) or more “sales or retail establishments." 


12. Non-Essential Retail Businesses are retail establishments that provide goods or services to the 
public that do not come within the definition of Essential Businesses set forth in Paragraph 13 of 
this Order. 


13. For purposes of this Order, Essential Businesses are defined as the following: 


(a) Grocery stores, certified farmers’ markets, farm and produce stands, supermarkets, food 
banks, convenience stores, and other establishments engaged in the retail sale of canned 
food, dry goods, fresh fruit and vegetables, pet supply, water, fresh meats, fish, and poultry, 
and any other household consumer products (such as cleaning or personal care products), 
This includes stores that sell groceries and sell other non-grocery products, and products 
necessary to maintaining the safety, sanitation, and essential operation of residences; 


(b) Food cultivation, including farming, livestock, and fishing; 
Safer at Home Order for Control of COVID-19: Temporary Prohibition of Events and Gatherings of 10 Persons or More 
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(c) Businesses that provide food, shelter, and social services, and other necessities of life for 
economically disadvantaged or otherwise needy individuals; 


(d) Newspapers, television, radio, magazine, podcast and other media services; 

(e) Gas stations, and auto-supply, auto-repair, car dealerships and related facilities; 
(f) Banks, credit unions, and related financial institutions; 

(g) Hardware stores, nurseries; building supplies; 


(h) Plumbers, electricians, exterminators, custodial/janitorial workers, handyman services, 
funeral home workers and morticians, moving services, HVAC installers, carpenters, 
vegetation services, tree maintenance, landscapers, gardeners, property managers, private 
security personnel and other service providers who provide services to maintain the safety, 
sanitation, and essential operation to properties and other Essential Businesses; 

(i) Businesses providing mailing and shipping services, including post office boxes; 


(j) Educational institutions (including public and private K-12 schools, colleges, and universities) 
for purposes of facilitating distance learning or performing essential functions, provided that 
social distancing of 6-feet per person is maintaining to the greatest extent possible; 


(k) Laundromats, dry cleaners, laundry service providers, personal grooming services; 


(I) Restaurants and other food facilities that prepare and serve food, but only for delivery, drive 
thru or carry out; 


(m) Businesses that supply office or computer products needed by people who work from home; 
(n) Businesses that supply other Essential Businesses with the support or supplies necessary to 


operate; 

(0) Businesses that ship, truck, provide pas rp support or deliver groceries, food, goods or 
services directly to residences, Essential Businesses, Healthcare Operations, Essential 
Infrastructure; 


(p) Airlines, taxis, and other private transportation providers providing transportation services 
necessary for activities of daily living and other purposes expressly authorized in this Order; 


(q) Businesses that provide parts and service for Essential Infrastructure; 
(r) Home-based care for seniors, adults, disabled persons, or children; 
(s) Residential facilities and shelters for seniors, adults, disabled persons, and children; 


(t) Professional services, such as legal or accounting services, when necessary to assist in 
compliance with legally mandated activities, and the permitting, inspection, construction, 
transfer and recording of ownership, of housing and anything incidental thereto; 


(u) Military/Defense Contractors/FFRDC (Federally Funded Research and Development 
Centers). For purposes of this Order, essential personnel may leave their residence to 
provide any service or perform any work deemed essential for national security including, but 
not limited to defense, intelligence and aerospace development and manufacturing for the 
Department of Defense, the Intelligence Community, and NASA and other federal 
government, and or United States Government departments and agencies. Essential 
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personnel include prime, sub-primes, and supplier contractor employees, at both the prime 
contract level and any supplier levels at any tier, working on federal United States 

Government contracts such as contracts rated under the Defense Priorities and Allocations 
System (DPAS) and contracts for national intelligence and national security requirements.; 


(v) Childcare facilities providing services that enable employees exempted in this Order to work 
as permitted. To the extent possible, childcare facilities must operate under the following 
mandatory conditions: (1) Childcare must be carried out in stable groups of 12 or fewer 
("stable" means the same 12 or fewer children are in the same group each day); (2) Children 
shall not change from one group to another; (3) If more than one group of children is cared 
for at once facility, each group shall be in a separate room. Groups shall not mix with each 
other; (4) Childcare providers shall remain solely with one group of children. 


(w) Hotels, motels, shared rental units and similar facilities. 


14. This Order is intended to deter the spread of COVID-19 by preventing people from being in 
unnecessary close contact. Certain activities are essential to the functioning of the County and 
the well-being of our residents and must continue. 


15. The limitations on events and gatherings contained in this Order do not apply to the following 
sites or situations where residents must obtain or participate in governmental or other essential 
services (those that meet basic human needs): (a) attendance at regular school classes, work at 
Essential Businesses, and essential governmental services, such as access to court, social and 
administrative services; (b) places where people are in transit or waiting for transit including 
airports or bus or train stations or terminals; (c) congregate living situations, including 
dormitories; or (d) hospitals and healthcare facilities. 


a. This Order does not prohibit use of enclosed spaces where 10 or more people may be 
present at different times during the day, as long as 10 or more people are not present in 
the space at the same time. 


b. This Order does not apply to the following essential infrastructure or operations: 


i. Healthcare Operations (hospitals, clinics, laboratories, dentists, pharmacies, 
pharmaceutical and biotechnology companies, other licensed healthcare facilities, 
healthcare suppliers, home healthcare service providers, mental health providers, cannabis 
dispensaries with a medicinal cannabis license, medical or scientific research companies, 
or any related and/or ancillary healthcare services, manufacturers, distributors and 
servicers of medical devices, diagnostics, and equipment, veterinary care, and all 
healthcare provided to animals. This exemption shall be broadly construed to avoid any 
impact to the delivery of healthcare, broadly defined. Healthcare Operations does not 
include fitness and exercise gyms and similar exercise or training facilities. 


ii. Essential Infrastructure, including but not limited to, public health, public works 
construction, construction of housing (in particular affordable housing or housing for 
individuals experience homelessness), airport operations, port operations, water, sewer, 
gas, electrical, oil refining, road and highways, public transportation, solid waste collection 
and removal, internet and telecommunications systems (including the provision of essential 
global, national, local infrastructure for computing services, business infrastructure, 
communications, and web-based services), and manufacturing and distribution companies 
deemed essential as part of the Essential Infrastructure supply chain, provided that they 
carry out those services or that work in compliance with social distancing requirements, to 
the extent practicable, 
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ADDITIONAL TERMS 


16. This Order does not, in any way, restrict: (a) first responder access to the site(s) named in this 
Order during an emergency or (b) local, state or federal officers, investigators, or medical or law 
enforcement personnel from carrying out their lawful duties at the site(s) named in this Order. 


17. The entities subject to this Order that are not required to close may otherwise remain open for 
business and perform essential functions and operations during the duration of this Order. 


18. The County shall promptly provide copies of this Order by: (a) posting it on the Los 
Department of Public Health's website (www.publichealth.lacounty.gov), (b) posting it at the 
Kenneth Hahn Hall of Administration located at 500 West Temple Street, Los Angeles, CA 
90012, (c) providing it to any member of the public requesting a copy, (d) issuing a press release 
to publicize the Order throughout the county, and (e) by serving via email on large facilities 
known to the County's Health Officer that are likely to be subject to this Order (but service via 
email is not required for compliance). 


a. The owner, manager, or operator of any facility that is likely to be impacted by this Order is 
strongly encouraged to post a copy of this Order onsite and to provide a copy to any 
member of the public requesting a copy. 

b. Because guidance may change, the owner, manager, or operator of any facility that is 
subject to this Order is ordered to consult the Los Angeles County Department of Public 
Health's website (www.publichealth lacounty.goy) daily to identify any modifications to the 
Order and is required to comply with any updates until the Order is terminated. 


19. If any subsection, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of this Order or any application of it to any 
person, structure, gathering, or circumstance is held to be invalid or unconstitutional by a 
decision of a court of competent jurisdiction, then such decision will not affect the validity of the 
remaining portions or applications of this Order. 


20. This Order incorporates by reference, the March 4, 2020 Proclamation of a State of Emergency 
issued by Governor Gavin Newsom and the March 4, 2020 declarations of a local and public 
health emergency issued by the Los Angeles County Board of Supervisors and Los Angeles 
County Health Officer, respectively, and as they may be supplemented. 


. To protect the public's health, the Health Officer may take additional action(s) for failure to 
comply with this Order, Violation of this Order is a misdemeanor punishable by imprisonment, 
fine or both under California Health and Section Code Section 120295 ef seq. Further, pursuant 
to Sections 26602 and 41601 of the California Government Code and Section 101029 of the 
California Health and Safety Code, the Health Officer requests that the Sheriff and the Chiefs of 
Police in all cities located in the Los Angeles County Public Health Jurisdiction ensure 
compliance with and enforcement of this Order.

8567, 8627, and 8665 do hereby issue the following Order to become effective 
immediately: 


IT IS HEREBY ORDERED THAT: 


1) To preserve the public health and safety, and to ensure the healthcare 
delivery system is capable of serving all, and prioritizing those at the 
highest risk and vulnerability, all residents are directed to immediately 


heed the current State public health directives, which | ordered the 
Department of Public Health to develop for the current statewide 
status of COVID-19.

ORDER OF THE STATE PUBLIC HEALTH OFFICER

This Order is being issued to protect the public health of Californians. 
The California Department of Public Health looks to establish 
consistency across the state in order to ensure that we mitigate the 
impact of COVID-19. Our goal is simple, we want to bend the curve, 
and disrupt the spread of the virus. 


The supply chain must continue, and Californians must have access to 
such necessities as food, prescriptions, and health care. When people 
need to leave their homes or places of residence, whether to obtain 
or perform the functions above, or to otherwise facilitate authorized 
necessary activities, they should at all times practice social distancing. 


2) The healthcare delivery system shall prioritize services to serving those 
who are the sickest and shall prioritize resources, including personal 
protective equipment, for the providers providing direct care to them. 


3) The Office of Emergency Services is directed to take necessary steps to 
ensure compliance with this Order. 


4) This Order shall be enforceable pursuant to California law, including, 
but not limited to, Government Code section 8665. 


IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that as soon as hereafter possible, this Order be 
filed in the Office of the Secretary of State and that widespread publicity and 
notice be given of this Order. 


This Order is not intended to, and does not, create any rights or benefits, 
substantive or procedural, enforceable at law or in equity, against the State of 
California, its agencies, departments, entities, officers, employees, or any other 
person.

Subject: SAFER AT HOME 


The novel coronavirus pandemic is a global emergency that is unprecedented in 
modern history. Profoundly impacting our daily lives, it has inspired Angelenos to 
respond with courage, compassion, wisdom and resolve to overcome this crisis and 
help each other. 


In a short period of time and at an unprecedented scale, residents in every community 
have embraced urgent social distancing best practices and aggressive hygienic 
precaution, not just to protect themselves, but to protect others. Angelenos understand 
with exceptional clarity that there is only one way to get through this difficult moment: 
together. 


The City’s recent emergency orders — curtailing large public gatherings; temporarily 
closing many government facilities; closing theaters, bars and entertainment venues; 
prohibiting restaurants from serving to dine-in customers while permitting take-out, 
delivery and drive-thru; and a moratorium on evictions of residential and commercial 
tenants — have been followed with a willing and generous spirit. 


While we have previously taken strong action, now the City must adopt additional 
emergency measures to further limit the spread of COVID-19. 


With this virus, we are safer at home. 


Wherever feasible, City residents must isolate themselves in their residences, subject to 
certain exceptions provided below. 


Under the provisions of Section 231(i) of the Los Angeles City Charter and Chapter 3, 
Section 8.27 of the Los Angeles Administrative Code, | hereby declare the following 


orders to be necessary for the protection of life and property in the City of Los Angeles, 
effective on Thursday, March 19, 2020 at 11:59 PM: 


1. Subject only to the exceptions outlined in this Paragraph and Paragraph 5 below, 
all persons living within the City of Los Angeles are hereby ordered to remain in their 
homes. Residents of the City of Los Angeles who are experiencing homelessness are 
exempt from this requirement. The City is working, along with partner government 
agencies and non-governmental organizations, to make more emergency shelters 
available for the unhoused residents of our City. City of Los Angeles officials and 
contracted partners responsible for homelessness outreach shall make every 
reasonable effort to persuade such residents to accept, if offered, temporary housing or 
shelter, as the Health Officer of the County of Los Angeles recommends that sheltering 
individuals will assist in reducing the spread of the virus and will protect the individual 
from potential exposure by allowing the individual access to sanitation tools. People at 
high risk of severe illness from COVID-19 and people who are sick are urged to stay in 
their residence to the extent possible except as necessary to seek medical care. 


2 Subject only to the exceptions outlined in this Paragraph and Paragraph 5 below, 
all businesses within the City of Los Angeles are ordered to cease operations that 
require in-person attendance by workers at a workplace (including, without limitation, 
indoor malls and indoor shopping centers, including all stores except for those stores 
considered essential activities or infrastructure under this Order which are directly 
accessible to the public from the exterior of the mall or shopping center - the interior of 
the indoor mall or indoor shopping center shall remain closed to the public). To the 
extent that business operations may be maintained by telecommuting or other remote 
means, while allowing all individuals to maintain shelter in their residences, this order 
shall not apply to limit such business activities. 


3. All public and private gatherings of any number of people occurring outside a 
residence are prohibited, except as to those exempted activities described in this 
Paragraph and Paragraph 5. This provision does not apply to gatherings within a single 
household or living unit. 


4. All travel, including, without limitation, travel on foot, bicycle, scooter, motorcycle, 
automobile, or public transit is prohibited, subject to the exceptions in Paragraph 5. 


5. Exceptions. People may lawfully leave their residence while this Order is in 
effect only to engage in the following activities: 


(i) Eirst 24 hour allowance. This Order shall not apply, for a 24-hour period 
following the effective date above, to allow employees and business owners to access 


to their workplaces to gather belongings or address other administrative needs, so long 
as social distancing requirements are followed. Such workplaces shall remain closed to 
the public in accordance with this Order. 


(ii) Essential Activities. To engage in certain essential activities, including, 
without limitation, visiting a health or veterinary care professional, obtaining medical 
supplies or medication, obtaining grocery items (including, without limitation, canned 
food, dry goods, fresh fruits and vegetables, pet supplies, fresh or frozen meats, fish, 
and poultry, any other household consumer products and products necessary to 
maintain the safety and sanitation of residences and other buildings) for their household 
or to deliver to others, or for legally mandated government purposes. In addition, any 
travel related to (a) providing care for minors, the elderly, dependents, persons with 
disabilities, or other vulnerable persons; (b) returning to one’s place of residence from 
outside the City; (c) travelling to one’s place of residence located outside the City; (d) 
compliance with an order of law enforcement or court shall be exempt from this Order; 
or (e) legally mandated government purposes. Persons engaging in these essential 
activities shall maintain reasonable social distancing practices. This includes 
maintaining a distance of at least six-feet away from others, frequently washing hands 
with soap and water for at least twenty seconds or using hand sanitizer, covering 
coughs or sneezes (into the sleeve or elbow, not hands), regularly cleaning high-touch 
surfaces, and not shaking hands. 


(iii) Outdoor Activities. To engage in outdoor activity and recreation, provided 
that the individuals comply with social distancing requirements, including, without 
limitation, walking, hiking, running, cycling; use of scooters, roller skates, skateboards, 
or other personal mobility devices; or travel in a vehicle with household members to a 
location where it is possible to walk, hike, run or ride a bike, or operate personal mobility 
devices, while maintaining social distancing practices. Indoor and outdoor playgrounds 
for children, except those located within childcare centers, shall be closed for all 
purposes. 


(iv) Work in Support of Essential Activities. To perform work providing essential 
products and services or to otherwise carry out activities specifically permitted in this 
Order. 


(v) To care for or support a friend, family member, or pet in another household. 


(vi) Emergency Personnel. All first responders, gang and crisis intervention 
workers, public health workers, emergency management personnel, emergency 
dispatchers, law enforcement personnel, and others working for emergency services 
providers are categorically exempt from this Order. 


(vii) Essential Activities Exempt. Certain business operations and activities are 
exempt from the provisions of this Order, on the grounds that they provide services that 
are recognized to be critical to the health and well-being of the City. These include: 

(a) All healthcare operations, including hospitals, clinics, dentists, 
pharmacies, pharmaceutical and biotechnology companies, medical and scientific 
research, laboratories, healthcare suppliers, home healthcare services providers, 
veterinary care providers, mental health providers, physical therapists and 


chiropractors, cannabis dispensaries, or any related and/or ancillary healthcare 
services, manufacturers and suppliers. Healthcare operations does not include fitness 
and exercise gyms and similar facilities. 

(b) | Grocery stores, water retailers, certified farmers’ markets, farm and 
produce stands, supermarkets, convenience stores, warehouse stores, food banks, 
convenience stores, and other establishments engaged in the retail sale of canned food, 
dry goods, fresh fruits and vegetables, pet supply, fresh or frozen meats, fish, and 
poultry, any other household consumer products (such as construction supplies, 
cleaning and personal care products). This includes stores that sell groceries and sell 
other non-grocery products, and products necessary to maintaining the safety, 
sanitation, and essential operation of residences. 

(c) Food cultivation, including farming, livestock, and fishing. 

(d) | Organizations and businesses that provide food, shelter, and social 
services, and other necessities of life for economically disadvantaged or otherwise 
needy individuals (including gang prevention and intervention, domestic violence, and 
homeless services agencies). 

(e) | Newspapers, television, radio, magazine, podcast and other media 
services. 

(f) Gas service stations, auto supply, mobile auto repair operations, 
auto repair shops (including, without limitation, auto repair shops that operate adjacent 
to or otherwise in connection with an used or retail auto dealership), bicycle repair 
shops and related facilities. 

(g) Banks, credit unions, financial institutions and insurance 
companies. 

(h) | Hardware and building supply stores, and nurseries. 

(i) Plumbers, electricians, exterminators, custodial/janitorial workers, 
handyman services, funeral home workers and morticians, moving services, HVAC 
installers, carpenters, landscapers, gardeners, property managers, private security 
personnel and other service providers who provide services to maintain the safety, 
sanitation, and essential operation to properties and other essential activities discussed 
in this subsection. 

(j) Businesses providing mailing and shipping services, including post 
office boxes. 

(k) Educational institutions -- including public and private K-12 schools, 
colleges, and universities -- for purposes of facilitating distance learning or performing 
essential functions provided that social distancing of six-feet per person is maintained to 
the greatest extent possible. 

(1) Laundromats, dry cleaners, and laundry service providers. 

(m) Restaurants and retail food facilities that prepare and offer food to 
customers, but only via delivery service, to be picked up, or drive-thru. For those 
establishments offering food pick-up options, proprietors are directed to establish social 
distancing practices for those patrons in the queue for pick-up. This includes 
maintaining a distance of at least six-feet away from others. Schools and other entities 
that typically provide free food services to students or members of the public may 
continue to do so under this Order on the condition that the food is provided to students 


or members of the public on a pick-up and carry out basis only. Schools and other 
entities that provide food services under this exemption shall not permit the food to be 
eaten at the site where it is provided, or any other gathering site. Cafeterias, 
commissaries, and restaurants located within hospitals, nursing homes, or similar 
facilities are also exempt from this Order. Social distancing shall be maintained at a 
distance of at least six-feet away from others 

(n) | Businesses that supply products needed for people to work from 
home. 

(o) | Businesses that supply other essential businesses with the support, 
services, or supplies necessary to operate, provided that strict social distancing is 
maintained. This section includes, without limitation, utility companies. 

(p) | Businesses that ship or deliver groceries, food, beverages or goods 
directly to residences or businesses. 

(q) Airlines, taxis, ride sharing services, and other private 
transportation services providing transportation services necessary for essential 
activities and other purposes expressly authorized in this Order. 

(r) Home-based care for disabled persons, seniors, adults, or children. 

(s) Residential facilities and shelters for disabled persons, seniors, 
adults, and children. 

(t) Professional services, such as legal, payroll or accounting services, 
when necessary to assist in compliance with legally mandated activities. 

(u) Childcare facilities providing services that enable employees 
exempted in this Order to work as permitted. To the extent possible, childcare facilities 
must operate under the following mandatory conditions: 

(1) Childcare must be carried out in stable groups of 12 or fewer 
(“stable” means that the same 12 or fewer children are in the same 
group each day). 

(2) Children shall not change from one group to another. 

(3) If more than one group of children is cared for at one facility, each 
group shall be in a separate room. Groups shall not mix with each 
other. 

(4) Childcare providers shall remain solely with one group of children. 

(v) Hotels, motels, shared rental units and similar facilities. 

(w) Military/Defense Contractors/FFRDC (Federally Funded Research 
and Development Centers). For purposes of this Order, essential personnel may 
leave their residence to provide any service or perform any work deemed 
essential for national security including, without limitation, defense, intelligence, 
and aerospace development and manufacturing for the Department of Defense, 
the Intelligence Community, and NASA and other federal government, and or 
United States Government departments and agencies. Essential personnel 
include prime, sub-prime, and supplier contractor employees, at both the prime 
contract level and any supplier level at any tier, working on federal United States 
Government contracts, such as contracts for national intelligence and national 
security requirements. 


(viii) Government Employees. This Order does not apply to employees of 
government agencies working within the course and scope of their public service 


employment. Employees of the City of Los Angeles shall follow any current or future 
directives issued by the Mayor. 


(ix) Essential Infrastructure. Individuals may leave their residences to provide 
any services or goods or perform any work necessary to the operations, maintenance 
and manufacturing of essential infrastructure, including without limitation construction of 
commercial and institutional buildings, residential buildings and housing, airport 
operations, food supply, concessions, and construction, port operations and 
construction, water, sewer, gas, electrical, oil extraction and refining, roads and 
highways, public transportation, solid waste collection and removal, flood control, 
watershed protection, internet and telecommunications systems (including the provision 
of essential global, national, and local infrastructure for computing services, business 
infrastructure, communications, and web-based services), and manufacturing and 
distribution companies deemed essential to the supply chains of the industries 
referenced in this Paragraph, provided that they carry out those services and that work 
in compliance with social distancing practices as prescribed by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention and the Los Angeles County Department of Public Health, to the 
extent possible. 


6. To the extent that this Order is in conflict with earlier Orders, this Order 
shall supersede the others. 


7. Failure to comply with this Order shall constitute a misdemeanor subject to 
fines and imprisonment. | hereby urge the Los Angeles Police Department and 
the City Attorney to vigorously enforce this Order via Sections 8.77 and 8.78 of the 
Los Angeles Administrative Code. 


8 If any subsection, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of this Order or any 
application of it to any person, structure, or circumstance is held to be invalid or 
unconstitutional by a decision of a court of competent jurisdiction, then such 
decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions or applications of this 
Order. 


This order shall be in place until April 19, 2020, and it may be extended prior to that 
time.

(U) At this time, community transmission of COVID-19 has occurred in California. All individuals should prepare 
for possible impacts of COVID-19 and take precautions to prevent the spread of COVID-19. 


(U) The CDC defines isolation and quarantine as the following: 
e (U) Isolation separates sick people with a contagious disease from people who are not sick. 
e (U) Quarantine separates and restricts the movement of people who were exposed to a contagious 
disease to see if they become sick. 


(U) If you have mild symptoms of and think you may have been exposed to COVID-19, the LA County 
Department of Public Health recommends the following: 


e (U) Stay home, except to get medical care 
o (U) Do not go to work, school, or public areas. 
o (U) Do not allow visitors and limit the number of people in your home. 
o (U) Separate yourself from others in your home. (Stay in a specific room and away from other 
people in your home as much as possible. It is very important to stay away from people who are 
at higher risk of serious illness. This includes people who are age 65 years and older, pregnant, 


or have a health problem such as a chronic disease or a weak immune system. Consider 
different living arrangements for these high-risk people if possible). 

o (U) Use a separate bathroom, if available. 

o (U) Try to stay at least 6 feet away from others. 

o (U) Do not handle pets or other animals. 


e (U) Separate yourself from other people in your home 

o (U) Stay in a specific room and away from other people in your home as much as possible. It is 
particularly important to stay away from people who are at higher risk of serious illness. 
Consider alternate living arrangements for them if at all possible. 

o (U) Use a separate bathroom. It this is not possible, clean the bathroom after use (see below). 

o (U) Try to stay at least 6 feet from others. 

o (U) Open windows or use a fan or an air conditioner, if possible, in shared spaces in the home to 
ensure good air flow. 

o (U) Do not allow visitors and limit the number of people in your home. 

o (U) Do not handle pets or other animals while you are sick. 


e (U) Wear a facemask when you are around others 
o (U) You should wear a facemask when you are around other people (e.g., sharing a room or 
vehicle) or pets and before you enter a hospital or doctor’s office. If you are not able to wear a 
facemask (for example, because it causes trouble breathing), then people who live with you 
should not be in the same room with you. If they must enter your room, they should wear a 
facemask. After leaving your room, they should immediately clean their hands, then remove 
and dispose of their facemask, and clean their hands again wash their hands.

What Law Enforcement Personnel Need to Know about Coronavirus Disease 2019 (COVID-19) dated 16 
March 2020, California Emergency Medical Services Authority (EMSA) Memorandum: Interim Emergency 
Medical Services Guidelines for COVID-19 dated 3 March 2020, and Los Angeles County Department of 
Public Health (LACoDPH) COVID-19: Police and Fire FAQs, dated 3 March 2020. 


(U) The virus causing COVID-19 is called SARS-CoV-2. It is thought to spread mainly from person-to-person via 
respiratory droplets among close contacts. Respiratory droplets are produced when an infected person coughs 
or sneezes and can land in the mouths or noses, or possibly be inhaled into the lungs, of people who are 
nearby. 


(U) The CDC recommends law enforcement follow the guidelines listed below: 


(U) To protect yourself from exposure: 


If possible, maintain a distance of at least 6 feet, 

e Practice proper hand hygiene (wash your hands with soap and water for at least 20 seconds. If soap 
and water are not readily available and illicit drugs are NOT suspected to be present, use an alcohol- 
based hand sanitizer with at least 60% alcohol), 

e Do not touch your face with unwashed hands, 

e Have a trained Emergency Medical Service/Emergency Medical Technician assess and transport 

anyone you think might have COVID-19 to a healthcare facility, 


e Ensure only trained personnel wearing appropriate personal protective equipment (PPE) have contact 
with individuals who have or may have COVID-19, and 

e Learn your employer’s plan for exposure control and participate in all hands training on the use of PPE 
for respiratory protection, if available. 


(U) The minimum recommended personal protective equipment that law enforcement should possess when 
in contact with individuals suspected or confirmed to have COVID-19 is: 


e A single pair of disposable examination gloves, 

e Disposable isolation gown or single use/ disposable coveralls (if unable to wear a disposable gown or 
coveralls because it limits access to duty belt and gear, ensure duty belt and gear are disinfected after 
contact with individual), 

e Any NIOSH-approved particulate respirator (i.e., N-95 or higher level respirator); facemasks are an 
acceptable alternative until the supply chain is restored, and 

e Eye protection (i.e., goggles or disposable face shield that fully covers the front and sides of the face). 


(U) If close contact occurred during apprehension: 


e Clean and disinfect duty belt and gear prior to reuse using a household cleaning spray or wipe, 
according to the product label, 

e Follow standard operating procedures for the containment and disposal of used PPE, and 

e Follow standard operating procedures for containing and laundering clothes, avoid shaking the 
clothes.

(U) The JRIC is forwarding the following Los Angeles County Department of Public Health (LACODPH) News 
Release: LA County Public Health Issues Order to Prohibit Group Events and Gatherings, Require Social 
Distancing Measures and the Closure of Certain Businesses, dated 16 March 2020. 


(U) On 16 March 2020, the Los Angeles County Health Officer issued an order to prohibit all indoor and 
outdoor, public and private events and gatherings within a confined space, where 50 or more members of the 
public are expected to attend at the same time, to require social distancing measures and temporary closure 
of certain businesses. The decision for the Order is based on evidence of increasing community transmission 
requiring the immediate implementation of additional community mitigation efforts for organizations to help 
reduce the spread of COVID-19 within the county. This Order will remain in effect at least through March 31, 
2020. 


(U) The Order specifically requires that: 


e vents and gatherings of 50 members or more are prohibited at least until April 1, 2020. 
o This order applies to conferences, arenas, stadiums, convention centers, and meeting spaces. 
These are places where persons, often strangers, sit and remain in close proximity of one 
another for extended periods of time. 
e For all public and private events and gatherings of 10-49 persons, the Health Officer requires that 
event organizers and venue operators to do the following: 
o Enforce social distancing measures by requiring attendees or groups of attendees, such as a 
group of family members or household contacts, who remain at the event to be separated by a 
distance of at least six feet during the entirety of the event or gathering. 
o Provide access to hand washing facilities with soap and water or hand sanitizer that contains at 
least 60 percent alcohol. 
o Post a conspicuous sign at the entry of the event or gathering that instructs persons that have 
symptoms of respiratory illness to not attend. 
o Adhere to cleaning and infection control guidance provided by Public Health. 
e The Order specifically requires the closure of bars and nightclubs that do not serve food, gyms, fitness 
centers, movie and performance theaters, bowling alleys and arcades. 


e This Order does not supersede any stricter limitation imposed by a local public entity within the Los 
Angeles County.

On 6 March, two militants on a motorcycle detonated suicide vests at a security post near the US Embassy in Tunisia, 
killing one police officer and wounding at least five. 


There were no US casualties reported, and it is uncertain if the embassy was the intended target. 


Tunisia has the largest number of militants who have joined al-Qa’ida and ISIS, and has experienced terror attacks since 
the Arab Spring began there in 2011, the majority of which on police and security personnel.

At 1130 EST, Sumter County deputies attempted to serve a detention order and eviction notice at a residence in Dalzell, 
Sumter County, South Carolina. Once at the location, deputies were met with gunfire from a man inside the residence. 
Sumter County Sheriff’s Corporal Andrew Gillette, 37, was struck in the chest. Deputies returned fire and fatally shot the 
suspect, who has not been identified. 


Corporal Gillette was hospitalized and succumbed to his injuries. He was a seven-year veteran of the Sumter County 
Sheriff's Office and a US Air Force veteran. 


JRIC has no information to suggest a nexus to its six-county AOR.

English-language malicious emails appear as official Centers 
for the Disease Control and Prevention Health Alert Network messages and contain camouflaged links urging 
readers to view the latest number of novel coronavirus infections in their jurisdictions. These links, once 
opened, may be used to steal users’ Microsoft Outlook credentials. 


(U//FOUO) Malicious emails may also include attachments containing malware, including Emotet, often used 
by threat actors to deliver Ryuk—a sophisticated ransomware. Ryuk allows attackers to manually execute the 
malware to infect only critical assets and resources on a victim’s network, and disable the Windows System 
Restore option, making it impossible to recover from the attack without external backups. 


(U//FOUO) The JRIC is not aware of any malicious email campaigns related to the novel coronavirus in the JRIC 
six-county area of responsibility.
